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SANDRA DAY O’CONNOR: 
FIRST LADY OF THE LAW 


As the nation’s highest court 


begins its new term on the traditional 
first Monday in October, Sandra Day 
O'Connor, the first woman justice to 
sit on the Court, will embark on her 
18th year as a justice. To many, 
including O'Connor, it seems like 
only yesterday President Reagan 
appointed her, fulfilling a campaign 
promise 


Growing up on her parents’ Texas 


cattle ranch, O'Connor, featured in 
October's 
began life more 
boy boots than a judge's robe. Yet her 
mother, a college graduate, taught her 
to read early. She was an excellent 
student, participating in honors class- 
es, skipping two grades and graduat- 
ing at 16. 


Biography magazine,

O'Connor attended Stanford 


University and Law School, graduat- 
ing third in her class. While checking 
citations in the library, she met fellow 
law student John O’Connor and mar- 
ried following her graduation. Her 
superb qualifications notwithsiand- 
ing, she was unable to find a job at 
any of the large firms because of her 


, and worked as a civilian 


lawyer while her husband was in the 
service 


While raising children, O'Connor 


took a hiatus, concentrating on vol- 
unteer work, including jobs for the 
Republican party. She eventually ran 
for an open state senator seat and was 
re-elected twice, becoming the first 
female Senate majority leader. 


Eventuaily, O'Connor 


replace retiring Justice Potter Stewart 
because of her gender and middle- 
ground positions. With the Court 
often divided, O'Connor frequently 
serves as a “swing vote,” able to win 
concessions from the others, bringing 
them closer to her views. Hers is not 
the kind of jurisprudence likely to be 
studied in law books. But it does gen- 
erate criticism from more forceful 
conservatives like Justice Scalia. She 
spends long hours at Court searching 
for elusive right answers and then 
defends them with confidence. She's 
prepared, and she knows it.

Motorcycie memorabilia is a rela- 

tively new collecting area. Full-sized 
matorcycles, clothing, signs, cata- 
logs, wophies, giveaways, jeweiry 
and toys are selling well. Those items 
mae before 1930 or those that aie 
three-dimensional, such as the toys, 
are the highest priced. 
In the 1920s, ‘30s and ‘40s, Marx 
made ‘in le toys. But the 
best known and most collectible toys 
today are the cast-iron toys of the 
1930s made by Hubiey 
Manufacturing of Lancaster, Pa. 
Other cast-iron toys were made at the 
same time by Arcade Manufacturing 
Co. of Freeport, Ill. 

The iron toys tried to be miniatures 
of the real motorcycles, while the tin 
toys were made for children and had 
more imagination in the design. 

Many of Hubley's imaginative 
toys came with removable drivers. 

The toys, which were about four 
inches long or larger, originally sold 
for 10 cents to $5. Today, iron toys 
still covered with the original paint 
can be worth more than $1,000.

Q. How should I clean rhine- 
stone and pearl jewelry? 

A. Most jewelers ciean jewelry 
using electronic devices and profes- 
sional tools. 

If you plan to clean pearls at home, 
never immerse them in water or any 
other liquid. The cord holding the 
pearls could be damaged by soaking. 

Place real in a glass jar with 
a half-cup of powdered magnesia or 
potato flour. Shake the jar for a few 
minutes and wait for 24 hours. 
Repeat the process, then remove the 
excess powder with a dusting brush. 
Wipe artificial pearls with a chamois 
moistened with water. 

Never soak rhinestones in water 
either. They often have a backing that 
can be damaged by water. 

To clean rhinestones, dip a cotton 
swab or soft, smal! brush in a glass- 
cleaning solution Gr dishwashing liq- 
uid and lightly brush cach stone. 
Then poiish the stones with a soft 
linen cloth.

Potential first-time home 
buyers in Garrett County 
still have the opportunity to 
take advantage of Mary- 
land’s low interest rates to 
help keep mortgage pay- 
ments affordable. 

To create this situation, 
the state has partnered with 
local governments and pri- 
vate lenders to provide $75 
million for 30-year mortgag- 
es at 6.1 percent interest 
under the Maryland Mort- 
gage Program.

Montgomery and Prince

As days shorten and tem- 
peratures become crisp, the 
quiet green palette of sum- 


mer foliage is transformed 
into the vivid autumn palette 
of reds, oranges, golds, and 
browns before the leaves fall 
off the trees. On special 
years, the colors are truly 
breathtaking. 


How does autumn color 
happen? 

For years, scientists have 
worked to understand the 
changes that happen to trees 
and shrubs in the autumn. 
Although we don’t know all 
the details, we do know 
enough to explain the basics 
to enjoy more fully Nature’s 


multicolored autumn fare- 
well. 

Three factors influence 
autumn leaf color: leaf pig- 
ments, length of night, and 
weather, but not quite in the 
way many think. The timing 
of color change and leaf fall 
are primarily regulated by the 
calendar — that is, the in- 


creasing length of night. 
None of the other environ- 
mental influences — temper- 
ature, rainfall, food supply, 
and so on — is as unvarying 
as the steadily increasing 
length of night during au- 
tumn.

Where do autumn colors 
come from? 

A color palette needs pig- 
ments, and there are three 
types that are involved in au- 
tumn color: 

® Chilo ll, which gives 
leaves their basic green color.

t to manufacture sug. 

r their food. Trees in 
the temperate zones store 
these sugars for their winter 
dormant period. 

Carotenoids, which pro- 
duce yellow, orange, and 
brown (sumac leaves) colors 
in such things as corn, car- 
rots, and daffodils, as well as 
rutabagas, buttercups, and 
bananas. 

® Anthocyanins, which give 
color to such familiar things 
as cranberries, red apples, 
concord grapes, blueberries, 
cherries, strawberries, and 
plums. They are water soluble 
and appear in the watery li- 
quid of leaf cells. 

Both chlorophyll and caro- 
tenoids are present in the 
chloroplasts of leaf cells 
throughout the growing sea- 
son. Most anthocyanins are 
produced in the autumn, in 
response to bright light and 
excess plant sugars within leaf 
cells. 

During the growing sea- 
son, chlorophyll is continually 
being produced and broken 
down, and leaves appear 
green. As night length in- 
creases in the autumn, chlo- 
rophyll production slows 
down and then stops until all 
the chiorophyl! is destroyed. 
The carotenoids and anthocy- 
anins that are present in the 
leaf are then unmasked and 
show their colors.

ic of particular species.

ries, golden bronze; 
and yellow-poplar, gol-

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In the early days of the 
celebration, the Autumn 
Glory Festival was called 
Garrett County’s Turkey Fes- 
tival. Today, the traditional 
turkey is still a favorite dur- 
ing the festival. While these 
meals may be purchased at 
many locations around the 
county, some may still choose 
to cook their own turkey din- 
ners at home. 

Though turkey is a tradi- 
tional American holiday 
meal, not everyone knows 
how to safely thaw and cook 
this festive fowl. 

Turkey comes in many 
sizes, shapes and forms in the 
local grocery store. It may be 
fresh or frozen, whole or in 
parts. When purchasing, the 
buyer should be aware of 
signs that the bird is going to 
be a safe and wholesome 
meal. 

Frozen turkeys should not 
show signs of thawing and re- 
freezing. Fresh turkeys 
should not have overly dry 
parts or excessive liquid in 
the tray. Color is also an 
important factor. 

Storing the holiday fowl 
will also ensure quality. Fresh 
turkeys should be stored at 
or below 40 degrees Fahren- 
heit until it is time to thaw. 
A frozen bird needs to be 
kept at or below 0 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

Thawing the turkey can be 
tricky. The safest place to 
defrost is in the refrigerator. 
This method can take from 1- 
2 days for 8-12 pound turkeys 
and up to 4-5 days for 20- 24 
pound birds. Those ranging 
12-16 pounds take 2-3 days 
while the 16-20 pounders 
need 3-4 days thawing time. 

If time does not permit 
the refrigerator method, the 
turkey can be thawed in cold 
water according to this time 
table: 8-12 pounds, 4-6 hours; 
12-16 pounds, 6-9 hours; 16- 
20 pounds, 9-11 hours; and 
20-24 pounds, 11-12 hours. 

If a frozen turkey is pre- 
stuffed when purchased, it 
should not, be thawed but put 
directly into the oven. Roast- 
ing time will be longer for 
the frozen bird. 

Stuffing expands when it 
cooks inside a turkey, so 
stuffing the bird loosely is 
important. For each pound of 
turkey, 3/4 cup of stuffing can 
be used. For safety, the tur- 
key should be stuffed just 
before it goes into the oven. 

There should be no inter- 
ruptions of the roasting. If 
the cooking process is 


stopped and the bird allowed 


to cool before the cooking 
continues, there is the possi- 
bility of bacteria multiplying. 

Roasting time for turkeys 
will also vary according to 
weight. The small bird weigh- 
ing 6 pounds will cook in 2%- 
3% hours, while the 28 
pounder will take up to 6% 
hours. These times refer to 
unstuffed turkeys. When the 
turkey is stuffed, cooking 
time increases. It is important 
to check a cookbook to verify 
this information. The turkey 
is done when the temperature

of the inner thigh of the bird 
is 180 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Left-overs often follow a 
turkey dinner and need to be 
stored properly to avoid con- 
tamination. Stuffing should 
be stored separately from the 
turkey. Turkey, or any food, 
should be refrigerated after 
being out of the oven for two 
hours. Once in the refrigera- 
tor, the turkey can be kept 3- 
4 days. For longer storage, 
properly wrapped meat can 
be stored in a freezer.

Continued from Page Sixty-three 
tions that occur before and 
during the time the chloro- 
phyll in the leaves is dwin- 
dling. Temperature and mois- 
ture are the main influences. 
A. succession of warm, sunny 
days and cool, crisp but not 
freezing nights seems to bring 
about the most spectacular 
color displays. During these 
days, lots of sugars are pro- 
duced in the leaf, but the 
cool nights and the gradual 
closing of veins going into the 
leaf prevent these sugars 
from moving out. These con- 
ditions — lots of sugar and 
lots of light — spur produc: 
tion of the brilliant anthocy- 
anin pigments, which tint 
reds, purples, and crimson. 
Because carotenoids are 
always present in leaves, the 
yellow and gold colors re- 
main fairly constant from 
year to year. The amount of 
moisture in the soil also 
affects autumn colors. Like 
the weather, soil moisture 
varies greatly from year to 
year. The countless combina- 
tions of these two highly 
variable factors assure that 
no two autumns can be exact- 
ly alike. A late spring, or a 
severe summer drought, can 
delay the onset of fali color 
by a few weeks. A warm per- 
iod during fall will also lower 
the intensity of autumn coi- 
ors. A warm wet spring, fa- 
vorable summer weather, and 
warm sunny fall days with 
cool nights should produce 
the most brilliant autumn 
colors. 
What triggers leaf fall? 
In early autumn, in re- 
sponse to the shortening days 
and deciining intensity of 
sunlight, leaves begin the 
processes leading up to their 
fall. The veins that carry flu- 
ids into and out of the leaf 
gradually close off as a layer 
of cells forms at the base of 
each leaf. These clogged 
ing trap sugars in the leaf 


d promote ion of | 


thocyanins. this sepa- 
layer is complete and

What does all this do for 
the tree? 

Winter is a certainty that 
all vegetation in the temper- 
ate zones must face cach 
year. Perennial plants, includ- 
ing trees, must have some 
sort of protection to survive 
freezing temperatures and 
other harsh wintertime influ- 
ences. Stems, twigs, and buds 
are equipped to survive ¢x- 
treme cold so that they can 


reawaken when spring her- 
alds the start of another 
growing season. Tender leaf 
tissues, however, would 
freeze in winter, so plants 
must either toughen up and 
protect their leaves, or dis- 
pose of them. 

The evergreens — pines, 
spruces, cedars, firs, and so 
on — are able to survive 
winter because they have 
toughened up. Their needie-- 
like or scale-like foliage is 
covered with a heavy wax 
coating and the fluid inside 
their ceils contains subsiances 
that resist freezing. Thus the 
foliage of evergreens can 
safely withstand all but the 


severest winter conditions, 
such as those in the Arctic.

The leaves of broadleaved 
plants, on the other hand, are 
tender and vulnerable to 
damage. These leaves are 
typically broad and thin and 
are not protected by any 
thick coverings. The fluid in 
ceils of these leaves is usually 
a thin, watery sap that freezes 
readily. This means that the 
cells could not survive winter 
where temperatures fall be- 
low freezing. Tissues vinable 
to overwinter must be sealed 
off and shed to ensure the 
plant’s continued survival. 
Thus teaf fall precedes each 
winter in the temperate 
zones. 

What happens to all those 
fallen leaves? 

Needles and leaves that 
fall are not wasted. They de- 
compose and restock the soil 
with nutrients, and make up 
part of the spongy humus lay- 


er of the forest floor that |

Fallen leaves also become 
food for numerous acil or- 
ganisms vital to the forest 
ecosystem.

Hovis provides help in 
the form of referral for fur- 
ther services. As liaison 
between the McHenry bar- 
rack and the local agencies 
and organizations that sup- 
port victims of family vio- 
lence, Hovis spoke of the 
need to establish and main- 
tain open lines of communi- 
cation, and to share infor- 
mation that may be of as- 
sistance to the victims. 

As an example of this co- 
operative effort, he de- 
scribed talking and working 
with Linda Spassil, the 
director of the Dove Cen- 
ter, on cases of domestic 
violence or sexual abuse. 
"This can help us see how 
to best help the victim,” he 
said. 

Hovis will also be work- 
ing with children and with 
elderly family members who 
may suffer from abuse or 
violence within the home. 
Recognizing the private and 
sensitive nature of investiga- 
tions into family situations, 
he explained the need for 
consideration. “We don’t 
want police cars driving up 
to the house. We want to 
be discreet. I will arrive in 
an unmarked car and I will 
be wearing plain clothes,” 
he said. 

Instrumental in the de- 
velopment of this unit and 
its mission were Col. David 
B. Mitchell and Garreit 
County native Col. Cindy 
Smith. "We want people to 
know that this issue of fam- 
ily violence is a high priority 
with the Maryland State Po- 
lice,” Hovis concluded.

Bumgarner was charged 
by the Natural Resources 
Police (NRP) on July 31. A 
water-skier apparently con- 
tacted the authorities to 
report the reckless opera- 
tor, and the NRP used the 
caller’s description to locate 
Bumgarner some time later. 


State, County 
Jobless Rates 
Both Decrease 


With the summer nearing 
its end, Maryland’s labor 
market made its normal 
downward adjustments in 
August. Employment and 
the labor force declined as 
workers ended their sum- 
mer employment and exited 
the job market, causing the 
unemployment rate to fall 
by 0.2 percentage points to 
4.5 percent in August. 

“The continued drop in 
the state’s unemployment 
rate is good news in light of 
the fact that seasonal em- 
ployers began to trim their 
work forces during August," 
said Governor Parris N. 
Glendening. “Not only did 
increasing employment in 
other industries absorb de- 
clines in the seasonal jobs 
sector, but Maryland’s un- 
employment rate is lower 
than it was a year ago, in- 
dicating our strong econo- 
my is becoming even stron- 
ger.” 

Meanwhile, Garrett 
County’s jobless rate also 
decreased, from 8.8 percent 
in July to 8.0 percent in Au- 
gust. The August 1997 rate 
for the county was 11.8 per- 
cent. 

Nationally, downsizing in 
the labor force caused the 
same unemployment de- 
cline, from 4.7 percent to 
4.5 percent.

is an excuse for a day off -— from work, from school, per- 
haps from life. ‘The discovery of the New World by Chris- 
topher Columbus on October 12, 1492, has suffered pre- 
cisely this fate. 

When { was a child I did not know much about Colum- 
bus, but I knew that without him I would probably be liv- 
ing in Europe eating kale, oats, and black bread every day 
and perbaps only once a day. Most, maybe all, the pro- 

ess made in improvement of the standard of living dur- 
the past half millennium hangs on Columbus’s discov- 
ery. 

We summed it all up in the rhyme, “In 1492 Columbus 
sailed the ocean blue.” I can remember sitting on the floor 
of our school gym, watching skits that re-enacted the great 
event and celebrating its results, which we were enjoying 
24 hours a day. 

To my dismay there has been a movement in the inter- 
vening 30 years to discredit Columbus. Its success is sig- 
nified in part by the fact that many people now have a day 
off for Columbus Day rather than a school assembly. 

There are two types of rationale (or irrationale) for the 
discrediting of Columbus. The first argument is that Co- 
lumbus did not really discover the New World because 
there were indigenous peoples already here, and who had 
been here for thousands of years. 

The Scandinavians jump in at this point, and add that 
Columbus wasn’t the first European to sail to the New 
World, as the Vikings had beached their long boats on the 
shores of Newfoundland 400 years earlier. An Irish patriot 
may then leap into the fray to say that Irish monks in cor- 
acles may have landed somewhere in North America three 
centuries before that, as indeed they might have. But so 
what? 

It was because of Columbus that the cross-pollinization 
not only between Europe and what was to be cailed the 
Americas, but, in fact, between all the continents of the 
globe became possible. Some may argue that this cross- 
pollinization may not have been a good thing. Those peo- 
ple should return to the continent of their predominant 

and live the life of average 15th century folk. 

The second argument for discrediting Columbus is that 
he launched what became a program of genocide against 
indigenous peoples, as well as the African slave trade. 
These are grave charges, and are substantially true. They 
do not, however, indict the man, Columbus; rather they 
indict his age. 

It is difficult to postulate any other explorer at the end 
of tHe 15th century doing any better than Columbus on 
this sore. This is to say, then, that the vices of Columbus 
prot preety the vices of bis culture, but his discovery of 
the New World was his own. 

Those who, like me, believe Columbus to have been a 
grea man and one to whom all the world owes a great 
deb: might be interested to know what he was doing just 
500 years ago this year, in vty enh wiegh nat tad of his 
thind voyage. Like most great discoveries, the New Worid 
wa not found ail at once. 

For six years Columbus explored what we now call the 
iskads of the Caribbean Sea. He was sure thai there was 
a continent still to be found. On Augusi 1, 1498, Colum- 
bis found the mainiand of South America, and spent the 
ret of the month following the coastline of the continent. 

Columbus's life became more tumultuous in 1499, and 
though there were still a few notable achievements in his 
fuure, his discovery of continextal South America was his

In our century, the develop- 
ment of Deep Creek Lake — accompanied by ease and 
accessibility of personal transportation — has served as a 
magnet attracting direct outside influence to this neck of 
the woods. 

Each period of social influx has produced a certain 
cultural synergy, which has stimulated the diversity and 
quality of artistic expression and opportunity here.

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MENTAL ILLNESS AWARENESS WEEK PROCLAIMED — The Garrett County com- 
missioners teamed up this week with Garrett County Lighthouse Inc. to proclaim 
Mental Iliness Awareness Week, Oct. 4-10. The proclamation states that severe mental 
lilmesses — such as schizophrenia, bipolar disorder, major depression, obsessive 
compulsive disorder — affect one in every five families annually, and that these dis- 
orders are more common than cancer, diabetes, and heart disease, being the number 
one reasons for hospital admissions nationvide. The treatment success rate for 
schizophrenia is 60%, 65% for rnajor depression, and 80% for bipolar disorder, com- 
pared to roughly 50% for chronic physical disorders (such as heart disease, diabetes, 
or cancer). However, brain disorders continue to be shrouded In stigma, and those 
who suffer from them are regularly discriminated against, the document states. 
Organizers hope that the designated week will help increase public awareness of 
severe mental iliness and promote greater understanding of those who suffer from the 
potentially disabling symptoms of these disorders.

Book Announced 


Publisher Bob Teets has 
announced plans to reprint 
Killing Waters: The Great 
West Virginia Flood of 1985 
as a tribute to “ihe coura- 
geous peuple of West Vir- 
ginia and the Urave locai 
newspaper reporters who 
faced this tragedy side by 
side.” 

"A North Dakota news- 
paper recently won a Pulit- 
zer Prize for its coverage of 
a 1997 flood in that state, 
but West Virginians recall 
the superlative coverage by 
their own state newspapers 
about the 1985 flood that 
was featured in the best- 
selling book about the 
event," Teets said. 

The 112-page book, com- 


piled by Téets and Shelby 


Young, chronicles the No- 
vember 1985 flood with 
over 160 photographs and 
50 stories, most of which 
originally appeared in state 
newspapers at the time, The 
disaster, America’s worst 
that year, claimed 47 lives 
and resulted in damages ex- 
ceeding $500 million in 29 
of the state’s 55 counties, 
according to sources listed 
in the book.

version, Simon Birch, directed by Mark Steven Johnson 
who also adapted Irving’s novel for the screen. Compar- 
ing the film to the book would be unfair since the story 
must be considerably boiled down to be told within two 
hours. Owen Meany is a rich, complex tale involving 

morals and religion, which if produced in toto would be 12 

hours long. So as a film, Simon Birch hits on the major 

points made in the novel, and though the story is vastly 
simplified, it is still quite meaningful and enjoyable. 

Simon Birch is a boy born small, with what the 
narrator refers to as a “wrecked voice." That narrator is 
Jim Carrey, the adult version of Joe Wenteworth, Simon's 
boyhood friend. We only see Carrey for a few minutes at 
the beginning and end of the film, but his voiceovers run 
throughout, explaining the long story of why Simonis the 
reason he, Joe, believes in God. 

Although 12-year-old Simon (Ian Michael Smith) 
is constantly made fun of for being physically diminutive, 
he feels God has a purpose for him to fulfill, that he is 
"God's instrument." Meanwhile, Joe (Joseph Mazzello) 
suffers from his own embarassment: He is:a bastard, 
born out of wedlock to his attractive but mysterious 
mother Rebecca (Ashley Judd). No one but Rebecca 
knows who Joe’s father was, and she isn’t telling. When 
she brings home an affable boyfriend named Ben Goodrich 
(Oliver Platt), Joe is unimpressed, but Simon likes him. 
Simon’s parents never regarded him as anything other 
than a freak and a bother, so he knows the value of an 
adult who respects children as people. This is why he 
loves Rebecca, although he admits he also likes her 
breasts. 

When a freak accident takes Rebecca’s life, Joe 
comes obsessed with knowing the identity of his 
ther. He and Simon speculate constantly about which 

member of the small town population could be the man 

ho impregnated Rebecca all those years ago. The day he 
finds out is the day that turns his entire life, and his faith, 
around. And he has Simon Birch to thank for it. 

: This movie is quirky and unpredictable, with 
firetty cinema and beautiful music. Johnson's pacing is 
rather uneven, though, and the objectives of the charac- 
ters sometimes get bogged down in lengthy plot 
digressions. The acting on the part of 15-year-old Mazzelo 
is real and quite touching, and Smith does a fair job in his

Antz, with its impeccable graphics and 

star-studded cast of voices, is colorful, visual, and spec- 

tacular throughout, with a great story and humor for 
people of ail ages. 

Written by Todd Alcott and Chris Weitz, and 
directed by Eric Darnell and Lawrence Guterman, all 
relative newcomers, Antz may not have been "touched" 
by Spielbergin any other capacity than being produced by 
Dreamworks, but the lead character’s unmistakable 
resemblance to E.T. is clearly a nod in his direction. 

That lead character isan ant called Z-4195, or "Z" 
for short. Played by Woody Allen, Z isjust as neurotic and 
self-searching as any of Allen’s characters, suffering from 
feelings of insignificance and inadequacy among his 
millions of co-workers. His friend Azteca (Jennifer Lopez) 
cheerfully whacks away with her pick axe (yes, ants use 
pick axes) and tries to convince him to go with the flow. 

While Z is pondering his station in life, the queen 
(Anne Bancroft) is trying to convince her daughter, 
Princess Bala (Sharon Stone) to accept her destiny: to be 
the next queen and the wife of army leader General 
Mandible (Gene Hackman). Yes, apparently, ants get 
married. Mandible, though he defers properly to the 
queen, has secret plans to destroy the masses and move 
his elite forces to a different, stronger colony. His aide, 
Colonel Cutter (Christopher Walken) is dubious of this 
idea, but has learned the first ant rule: Never question 
authority. 

Out for a little aphid juice at the ant bar, Z meets 
Weaver (Sylvester Stallone), an army ant who envies Z 
for his access to those foxy ant workers. When he casts 
an eye on Azteca, Weaver makes a deal with Z to switch 
places for a day. Little does Z know that tomorrow is the 
day of Mandible’s planned assault ona colony of termites. 
He just wants to be in the grand review so that he can 
have anothei glace at Bala, who danced with him while 
"slumming it” in the bar. 

Z comes back a battle hero and sole surviver of 
the termite attack, mainly because he kept out of the way 
during the fighting. With his newfound fame, he launches 
an attempt to overcome the proletarian mentality that 
plagues his huge clan, and to make Bala see him as 
something more than just another worker. 

Antz is a great deal of fun and full ofspectacularly 
colorful images, with many cameo appearances by other 
celebs, including Danny Glover as a good-hearted soldier 
and Dan Aykroyd and Jane Curtin az a couple of snooty 
bees. The story of Z and his friends works on many levels, 
with action scenes to the kids interested and lots of 
hilarious jokes aimed at Mom and Dad’s generation. It is 
unmistakably an “American” film, carrying the message

A NIGHT AT THE ROXBURY 
Rated PG-13 - Running time: 1:27 

Little did we know in 1975 that the offbeat NBC 
television show known as Saturday Night Live would 
still berunning a quarter ofa century later. The show and 
its producer, Lorne Michaels, have won Emmy after 
Emmy, spawning hundreds of hilarious sketches, dozens 
of memorable characters, and several feature films. The 
success of The Blues Brothers (1980), the firat of the SNL 
spinoff movies, gave the impression that the feature 
industry would be a lucrative avenue for ideas based on 


the show’s sketches. But most of the s' uent SNL- 
based films have been forgettable (with the possible 
exception of Wayne’s World (1992), which did cause a 


A Night At The Roxbury, starring SNL veterans 
ill Ferrell and Chris Kattan, is definitely no exception. 
Though the sketches featuring the two head-bopping 
losers have sometimes been hysterical on the show, the 
premise just doesn’t translate to a feature film.

Directors John Fortenberry and Peter Markle do 
nothing to help the situation, presumably because they 
feel Ferrell and Kattan know what they’re doing, tryi 
to breathe life into characters that have none. But these 
guys are meant to be monosyllabic, two-dimensional 
cutouts. Forcing them to live longer than five minutes is

WHAT DREAMS. MAY COME 
Rated PG-13 - Running time: 1:52 

There have been a number of films that specu- 
lated about what awaits us all after we leave this plane of 
exisitence, and many of them have dealt with a protago- 
nist who breaks the rules of heaven to seek out a lover 
on the other side. Some memorables include Heaven Can 
Wait (1978), Made in Heaven (1987), Ghost (1990), and, 
earlier this year, City Of Angels. And the latest in this 
genre is Vincent Ward’s What Dreams May Come, a dark 
romance about the impressionistic view of heaven by a 
man who loved art almost as much as he loved his wife. 

The first thing that must be said about this film 
its that its use of color is astounding. The combination of 
majestit scensry and exquisite computer graphics makes 
a nice blend between reality and fantasy, using vibrant 
colors to represent life (heaven) while black and white 
stand for death (hell). Unfortunately, Ward’s treatment 
is heavy oni ry and light on mearing. While beau- 
tiful to look at, the film is so full of trite sentimentality 
and overdramatic brooding that the subject matter is 
undermined. The fact that almost every character cries 
at some time or other should be a telling point. 

The first 20 minutes of this movie, adapted from 
Richard Matheson’s novel by Ronald Bass, is like an 
extra-sappy Hallmark commercial. We meet Chris 
Nielsen (Robin Williams) and his artist wife Annie 
(Annabella Sciorra) when they are newly in love, and 
then move forward about 15 years to when they have two 
teenagers, lan(Josh Paddock) and Marie (Jessica Brooks). 
The family scenes are so sugary-sweet, we can’t help 
knowing that we're being set up for the fall. Chris and 
Annie are devastated the kids are killed, but at 
least they still have each other. 

After Chris Has his own tragic accident, he falls 
into the beautiful land of oil paint that is his heaven. He 
is like an ant walking around on a still-wet Monet 
painting, squishing huge globs of blue and red paint off 
the flowers and into his fingers. Scon he meets Albert, his 
guardian angel (Cuba ing Jr.), wholeads him around 
explaining the ins and outs of eternal life. This period is 
visually impactful but overly expository. Albert practi- 
cally leads Chris around by the hand, explaining 
everything--not so much for his benefit as for ours. 

en Albert learns that Annie has committed 
suicide, he informs Chris that she won't bestrolling down 
the acrylic path to greet him, because suicides go to "a 


different place.” Natually Chris chooses to gg against all 
odds and travel to hell to retrieve his He runs 
into the kids along the way, and learns the reason he 
could never reach Annie after is the same 


reason he still can’t. 

For people who like art and color, What Dreams 
May Come may be a favorite. For those who like weepy 
romances,-it’s sure to please. But if you enjoy a meaty 
story with a minimum of sentimental mani tion, you 
may be disappointed. Though Bass’s mechan <7 means 
well, it tends to overexplain and oversimplify.

SALVATION 
THROUGH POLITICS?

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Background Scripture: 
I Samuel 7 
Devotional Reading 

I Peter 2:13-17 

The other night on television there 
was some extensive footage of the 
national convention of one of our 
major political parties. | was amazed 
at the emotional pitch of the delegates 
It doesn't really matter which polit- 
cal party was involved or even the 
year it took place, for this is par for 
the course in American political life. 
It appeared that these people had just 
chosen, not a presidential candidate, 
but a Messiah who was going to bring 
in the Kingdom of God. 

“That's just harmless political en- 
thusiasm,” someone assured me. But 
I am not really certain that it is harrn- 
less. Enthusiasin is one thing, but false 
expectations are something else. Too 
many people approach politics as a 
way of salvation. Elect the right can- 
didate, they believe, adopt the right 
political ideology and we will be able 
to solve our most enduring and deep- 

I may once have believed that, but I 
have learned that we elect fallible hu- 
man beings, who, along with their vir- 
tues, have weaknesses and failings 
like those of us who elect them. To 
pretend that they are something cise 
is to indulge in a kind of idolatry that 
we have long been warned against by 
our Judaic-Christian heritage. As 
Dwight W. Morrow put it, “Any party 
which takes credit for the rain must 
not be surprised if its opponents 
blame them for the drought.” 

BECOMING THE ‘MESS’ 

In The Presidents’ Men, Patrick 
Anderson speaks of the emotions with 
which the outgoing administration 
views the incoming team: “The de-

we style ourselves as Conservatives 
or liberals—we drag in our religion 
to support it. Some people assume 
that if you are Christian, you must be 
a Republican. Others would assume 
you must be a Democrat. I can make 
no such assumption for I have never 
found an ideology that is a match for 
the gospel. 
REJECTING GOD 

All of the above is a kind of intro- 
duction to | Samuel 7 and 8. People 
have often been puzzled at the atti- 
tudes of both God and Samuel in this 
matter. The prophet Samuel vigor- 
ously opposes the establishment of a 
monarchy in Israel. When Samuei 
thinks that the insistence for a king is 
a rejection of his leadership (which, 
in fact left something to be desired 
when he arranged for his sons to suc- 
ceed him), God tells him: “hearken 
to the voice of the people in all that 
they say to you; for they have not re- 
jected you, but they have rejected me 
from being king over them” (8:7). 

What God is objecting to is not a 
monarchy or any other form of gov- 
emment, but the assumption by the 
people that a king will solve all their 
problems. To put a king, president, 
prime minister, dictator or anyone else 
in the place of God is both a blunder 
for us and an offense against God. 

Yes, let us elect our leaders, but let 
us also not forget that they are human 
beings and expect from them the sal- 
vation that comes only from our God. 
Political life and politicians can bring 
us good, albeit human government. 
But no administration is the kingdom 
of God and salvation comes cnly 
from God.

To Unclaimed 
Property Owners 

Notices from the Mary- 
land State Comptroller's 
Office are arriving in mail- 
boxes of people across the 
nation who are known to be 
owners of unclaimed bank 
accounts, insurance bene- 
fits, wages, security depos- 
its, and the contents of safe 
deposit boxes. 

IRS recently compared 
Maryland unclaimed prop- 
erty accounts with its ad- 
dress database and muiled 
the comptroller’s notices to 
those whom a current ad- 
dress was found. The IRS 
does not share the address 
information with the comp- 
troller’s office, but mails the 
notices to account owners 
at the current addresses. 

"If you get a notice, 
please respond because if 
you receive one it’s virtually 
certain that we have money 
for you,” said Maryland 
State Comptroller Robert 
L. Swann. ese individu- 
als may have moved or 
changed their last names 
and did not notify the state, 
their financial institutions, 
or other businesses that 
may owe them money.” 

Because of these kinds of 
outreach efforts, the state 
comptroller’s office  re- 
turned $10,830,155 in un- 
claimed funds to 8,977 in- 
dividuals and businesses for 
fiscal year 1998. The aver- 
age claim amount was 
$1,206. The office also ad- 
vertises the most recently 
reported names of un- 
claimed property owners in 
local newspapers each 
spring and fall. The 1998 
fall ad supplement will run 
October 12 through 24 this 
year. 

Maryland law requires fi- 
nancial institutions, utilities, 
insurance companies, and 
other corporations to report 
to the state comptroller any 
bank accounts, security de- 
posits, wages, insurance 
benefits, and the contents 
of safe deposit boxes which 
are unclaimed after five 
years. “There is no time 
limit on claiming the money 
that is rightfully yours,” 
Swann said. “You can claim 
the funds any time, and le- 
gitimate heirs can claim the 
funds after the original 
owner’s death.” 


Those who miss the ad 
inserts or don’t get a notice 
from the IRS can still find 
out if they are the owners 
of unclaimed property by 
calling the office at 410-

Small Grain 
Seeding Is 
Now Under Way 


Small grain seeding 
continued into its second 
week as barley was reported 


at 33% seeded for the state. 
Last week, barley was only 
being reported to have 
started. Nevertheless, barley 
planting is on par with its 
five-year average and 
slightly ahead of the 
previous year. Rye plantings 
were at 13%, which is 
behind both its five-year 
average and the 1997 
average. Wheat planting, at 
10%, followed bariey’s 
pattern and was ahead of 
both averages. Precipitation 
in some parts of the state 
helped to prepare the soil 
for planting, while lack of 
rain in most areas slowed 
efbe process for farmers. 


Harvesting of corn for 
grain moved to 52% 
complete. Corn harvesting 
was still ahead of the 
previous and five-year 
averages. Harvesting of 
silage stands at %% 
complete and should finish 
up in this coming week. 


Soybean 
underway this week as 6% 


of Maryland soybeans: weres 


reported as harvested. “The 
dry weather in many parts 
of the state pushed the 
percentage turned to 77%. 

Sorghum turning color 
was at 80%, a seven point 
jump from last week’s 
report. Despite the advance, 
sorghum turning falls 
behind the previous-year 
average and the five-year 
average. Sorghum harvest- 
ing moved up five points to 
20% complete. 

The hay harvest 
continued as Maryland 
farmers have started on 
their fifth cutting of alfalfa. 
Fourth cutting of other hays 
is reported as 75% finished. 
This was above the previous 
year average of 68% and 24 
points above the five-year 
average. 

Topsoil moisture condi- 
tion was 20% very short, 
50% short and 30% ade- 
quate. Subsoil moisture 
condition was 32% very 
short, 50% short and 18% 
adequate,

Production Of 
Crops Reported 
For September 


The September forecast 
for corn and soybean yields 
in Maryland were down 
from the August expecta- 
tions. Based on Sept. 








er: 





conditions, the corn ior 
grain crop was expected to 
average 100 bushels per 
acre, 5 bushels lower than 
last month’s yield of 105 
bushels per acre, but 10 
bushe! higher than last 
year’s final yield of 90. 
Corn for grain production 
was estimated at 42 million 
bushels, 12% more than last 
year’s production 37.35 
million bushels. Lack of 
precipitation in much of the 
state, especially in the lower 
Eastern Shore and southern 
Maryland put a damper on 
the projected corn yield for 
the state. 

Soybean expectations 
seemed to follow the pat- 
tern of corn and was fore- 
casted at 26 bushels per 
ace. The yield estimate was 
3 bushels per acre less than 
last month’s projection and 
2 bushels less than last 
year’s yield. The production

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for soybeans came to 

million bushels, 19% less 
than what was estimated for 
last year. Like corn, the 


lack of rain for most of the 
state has hurt the early and 
late bean crops. 

Corn grain production 
across the United States is 
forecast at 9.74 billion 
bushels, up 2% from last 
month and up 4% from 
1997. Based on Sept. i 
conditions, yields are ex- 
pected to average 132.0 
bushels per acre, up 2.0 
bushels from last month 
and up 5 bushels from a 
year ago. If realized, this 
would be the second largest 
production and the second 
highest yield on record. 
Acreage for harvest is esti- 
mated at 73.8 million bush- 
els, unchanged from last 
month and virtually un- 
changed from 1997.

President Dean Kleckner.

location will not begin to 
address this shortfall. Be- 
cause the agenda to which 
Congress committed is woe- 
fully incomplete, Congress 
must focus on immediate 
remedies to redress produc- 
ers." 

The request for emergen- 
cy aid for farmers is one of 
the key items in a report 
from presidents of 10 state 
Farm Bureaus, appointed 
by Kleckner to a committee 
to review the farm econo- 
my. The committee was led 
by Texas Farm Bureau 
President Bob Stallman. 

The Farm Bureau report 
said Congress must avoid 
abandoning the market- 
based policies of the FAIR 
Act 


"The loan program is in- 
tended as a method to les- 
sen pressure to sell at har- 
vest time and spread sales 
throughout the marketing 
year,” Kleckner said. It is a 
marketing tool for produc- 
ers, not an income support 
program. 

Among the comuiitice’s 
recommendations address- 
ing short-term needs is a 


“sanctions indemnity pro- 
gram" to compensate pro- 
ducers for the impact of 
trade-related problems on 
current market prices. Con- 
gress will be asked to pro- 
vide immediate funding for 
a “sanctions indemnity pay- 
ment" for both program and 
minor crops. 

The Farm Bureau lead- 
ers emphasized that a crop 


$500 m in emergency 
funding included in the 
Senate agricultural appro- 
priations bill is insufficient. 
They said that any disaster 
assistance should be imple- 
mented in a way that main- 
tains the integrity of the 
crop insurance program. 
Kleckner said, "We must 
avoid sending a signal to 
producers that discourages 


them from further partici- 
pation in the program. The 
present crop insurance pro- 
gram is so inflexible it can- 
not be adjusted to unique 
situations. The program is 
not capable of responding 
to multiyear disasters. Sup- 
plemental crop insurance 
payments must be made for 
those suffering from disas- 
ters.” 

The Farm Bureau report 
also calls for a disaster feed 
assistance program to aid 
livestock producers; en- 
hanced funding for the P.L. 
480 program; credit relief 
from Farm Service Agency- 
guaranteed farm ownership

GOP Offers 
Farm Aid Plan 
To Congress 


House and Senate Re- 
ublicans have unveiled a 
3.9 billion farm relief 
package, which will likely be 
included in the yet-uncom- 
pleted agriculture appropri- 
ations bill. The GOP plan 
counters a more costly $5 
billion Democratic measure 
that was defeated in the 
Senate. The failed Demo- 
cratic plan centered on a 
Farm Bureau-opposed 
move to lift the cap on mar- 
keting loan rates, 

The American Farm Bu- 
reau Federation called the 
new Republicau plaa a wel- 
comed step, but cautioned 
Congress that the relief 
measures should not be 
paid for at the expense of 
other agriculture programs. 

The Republican proposal 
includes $2.25 billion for 
crop disaster losses, $75 
million for emergency live- 
stock feed assistance, and 
$1.65 billion in direct pay- 
ments to help offset the loss 
of export markets. The ad- 
ditional direct ess peyeents will

Recently, the administra- 
tion and Democratic con- 
gressional leaders met to 
discuss another version of a 
farm aid package. The ad- 
ministration had earlier 
proposed lifting the market- 
ing loan rate cap, the major 
difference between the two 
parties’ farm aid proposals. 

“Congress must act 
quickly to provide necessary 
help for agricultural pro- 
ducers before adjourning 
this session,” said AFBF 
President Dean Kleckner. 
“We are troubled, however, 
at the lack of a funding 
mechanism. We understand 
Congress is looking for ways 
to offset the $3.9 billion 
from other agricultural pro- 
grams. We hope Congress 
has sufficient concern about 
the farm economy to ap- 
prove emergency supple- 
mental funding.”

trict ( rt proceedings 

odd William Riley, 23, 
was most recently arrested 
in September by Garrett 
County sheriffs deputies 
following an investigation 
into a theft of a Sega Game 
Gear video game. Riley was 
accused of taking the video 
game, valued at $150, from 
a Min. Lake Park residence 
as he moved out in August; 
the next day he allegedly 
pawned the game in a Key- 
ser, W.Va., pawnshop. 

After Riley pleaded not 
guilty to the charge of mis- 
demeanor theft in court last 
week, Judge Ralph M. Bur- 
nett handed down a convic- 
tion and sentenced Riley tc 
four months in jail. 

The theft occurred'as Ri- 
ley was serving concurrent 
probation terms for previ- 
ous convictions on charges 
of controlled dangerous 
substance abuse via the in- 
halation of paint fumes and 
fourth-degree sex offense 
for engaging in allegedly 
consensual sex with a juve- 
nile. The judge revoked 
probation in each instance 
and handed Riley a 60-day 
reimposed jail sentence for 
each probation violation, to 
be served consecutively.

Medicines for Giaucoma Treatment 

Glaucoma is an increase in the pressure within the 
eyeball. The pressure (called intraocular pressure) builds 
from fluid in the eye. Either there is excess production of 
fiuid or there is a fluid drainage problem. The buildup of 
pressure, if left untreated, can result in damage to the optic 
nerve and loss of vision (blindness). In the healthy eye the 
normal intraocular pressure ranges from 10 to 20 mm 
mercury. Someone with a reading in the 21 to 30 mm range 
is considered at risk for glaucoma. Risk factors for glau- 
coma include a family history of the condition, old age, and 
certain diseases (¢.9., hypertension, diabetes, and hyper- 
thyroidism). Treatment of glaucoma focuses on reducing 
the intraocular pressure. Laser therapy is directed at 
opening up the canal that drains fiuid from the eye. There

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Tree Seedlings 
Available From 
DNR At Cost 


The John S. Ayton State 
Forest Tree Nursery of the 
Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Forest Service is offering 
seedlings, at cost, to in- 
dividuals and organizations 
wishing to plant trees on'a 
minimum of a quarter-acre 
of land. The sale of these 
seedlings, at cost, is one of 
the ways that DNR’s Forest 
Service works to help indi- 
viduals and organizations 
invest in the future. 

Individuals with one- 
fourth acre or more are en- 
couraged to plant trees as 
stream buffers and wind- 
breaks, to improve wildlife 
habitat, and for erosion 
control. Neighbors may 
work together to plant one- 
fourth acre along their 
property lines, and commu- 
nities are encouraged to 
plant seedlings in parks and 
other common areas. Seed- 
lings are offered in mini- 
mum quantities: 250 conifer 
seedlings in multiples of 50, 
and 100 hardwood seedlings 
in multiples of 25. 

To encourage the plant- 
ing of riparian buffers in 
the state of Maryland, the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service will offer at no cost 
a maximum of 425 tree 
seedlings or 1,200 shrub 
seedlings per acre to private 
landowners. The landowner 
must have a forest plan for 
the riparian area that the 
landowner wants to refor- 
est. The riparian buffer is 
generally limited to the 100- 
year floodplain, or to the 
crest of the hill in steep 
valleys. 


Individuals who are in- 
terested in planting trees on 
their property in the spring 
of 1999 are advised by the 
DNR Forest Service to con- 
tact their local forester for 
additional information and 
guidance in planning the 
planting, because proper 
site preparation is extremely 
important. Seedling orders 
will be taken until February 
28, 1999, but seedlings are 
sold on a first-come, first- 
served basis, so order early. 


Landowners who are 
planning to plant more than 
one acre may be eligible for 
one of the many incentive 
programs offered by the 
state or federal government, 
and may call the Forest 
Service office at Mt. Nebo,

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Schools Make 
Major Strides 
In Technology 
Though major challenges 
remain, Maryland’s public 
schools have made signifi 
cant progress since 1995 in 
providing students with ac 
cess to technology, accord 
ing to a report prese ated 
itly to the Sta Bear« 
Education by the Mary 
1 Business Roundtable 
r Education (MBRT) 
fhe report, titled "Where 
Do We Stand Now?" indi- 
cated that technology in 
Maryland’s public schools 
has advanced “drainatically” 
since a baseline survey of 
technology resources was 
conducted in 1995. Today, 
28 percent of all school 
computers are high-capacity 
models, while older, lower 
capacity computers com- 
prise less than half (47 per- 
cent) of the overall total. 
The new survey also re- 
ported that 89.1 percent of 
public schools statewide 
now have Internet access 
from at least one location 
in contrast to the 43 per- 
cent reported in the earlier 
study. 
Similarly, the ratio of 
students-to-computers has 
decreased since the initial 
survey, from 8-to-1 in 1997 
to 7-to-1 today, with the 
most notable declines at the 
elementary school level. 
The national ratio is nine 
students to one computer.

form and improving student 
achievement in the state. 

The data contained in 
the new report was collect- 
ed in December 1997, with 
every public school in 
Maryland participating. The 
original survey was conduct- 
ed in 1995, with data re- 
leased in June 1997. 

The new report also 
called attention to a num- 
ber of major challenges that 
remain. The report noted 
that the highest concentra- 
tion of low-capacity com- 
puters is in classrooms and 
computer labs, where it di- 
rectly limits students’ and 
teachers’ access to the In-

In 1997 debris burners 
caused 19 wildfires in Garrett County, or 66 percent of 


the wildfires for the county. 


In order to prevent wildfires from occurring and caus- 
ing destruction to private homes and woodlands, the state 
of Maryland has established Open-Air Burning Regula- 
tions. These regulations apply to activities in woodlands 
and within 200 ft. of woodlands, or activities adjacent to 
or within an area where flammable materials could ignite 
and carry fire to where woodlands are located. These reg- 


ulations follow: 


1) A natural or constructed fire break at least 10 feet 
wide must completely surround the material to be burned. 

2) Adequate bg amg and equipment must be present 
¢ from escaping. 

3) At least one responsible person must remuin at the 
burning location until the last spark is out. 

4) Permissible burning hours are between 4 p.m. and 
midnight, Eastern Standard Time. 

5) All open air burning requires a burning permit from 
the Garrett County Health Department. Open air burning 
prior to 4 p.m. EST and within 200 feet of woodland, re- 
quires a burning permit from both the health department 
and from the DNR Forest Service. A combined permit is 
currently being used. Further information on open air 
burning can be obtained by contacting the Garrett County 
Health Department 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Monday through 
Friday at 301-334-8980, or the DNR Forest Service

Those who plan on burning before 4 p.m. EST and 
went to get a permit should contact the Mt. Nebo office 
several days in advance to schedule an appointment for a 
forest ranger to visit the site. 

Open air burning of any type not in accordance with 
these regulations is subject to citations and fines ranging 
from $50 to $250. If you are burning, be extremely cau- 
tious and be certain that the fire does not get out of con- 
trol and spread into nearby grass and woods. The protec- 
tion of our forest resources is vital to the continuation of 
forests for water quality protection, timber, wildlife hab- 


itat, and recreation.

Dr. Patricia Mullenix, 
coordinator of research 
evaluation and information 
at the board of education, 
offered statistics on the 
student accomplishments 
reflected on both verbal 
and math sections of the 
test. 

Consistencies among the 
county, state and nation 
were pointed out by Dr. 
Mullenix. "In general, males 
in the county did better 
than females," she said. This 
is also typical of the state 
and national results. How- 
ever, all jurisdictions indi- 
cated more females taking 
the tests than males, she 
added. 

Mullenix explained that 
the high scores earned by 
Garrett County students 
contradict what some ana- 
lysts might have expected. 
“Several factors would iead 
statisticians to look for 
scores in the county to be 
below state and national 
averages,” she said. 

Parent education level 
and family income are gen- 
erally associated with higher 
scores.

More than perhaps at any other time in our nation’s 
history, education is vital to the survival and well-being of 
our free people. Competition within the giobal economy 
will reward those with the knowledge and skills to navi- 
gate the high-tech economic landscape of the future. 

The young people of Maryland must be equipped to 
lead; the technological revolution in ways unimaginable

{ronically, as more and better opportunities for educa- 
tion appear on our horizons, the cost of these opportuni- 
ties are climbing at an alarming rate.

- exists that our high-tech culture will divide into a realm of 


haves and have-nots, with education being the precious 
commodity sought by all but held only by those of finan- 


q cial means. With all the futuristic challenges and opportu- 


nities of the next millennium nearly upon us, it may seem 
ironic that an institution that has been a part of the very 
fabric of Maryland life for nearly three centuries is pro- 
viding a very real and timely solution to this dilemma. 

This institution is the Maryland National Guard, an or- 
ganization older, in fact, than the United States and re- 
sponsible for securing and defending our liberties in every 
major conflict and war since the Revolution. While most 
Marylanders think only of the Nationa) Guard in times of 
emergencies, the Guard actually is involved continually in 
community activities. 

The Maryland National Guard has established a Part- 
nership in Education with 12 of Maryland’s community 
colleges, whereby members of the Guard receive a 50% 
tuition waiver. When coupled with state tuition assistance 
and the Montgomery GI Bill, this waiver allows Guard 
members to attend one of the 12 community colleges at 
little or no cost.

We feel very fortunate that we enjoy a flourishing re- 
lationship with Garrett Community College.

In a speech prepared for delivery in Dallas the day of 
his assassination, November 22, 1963, President John F.

Have you ever heard statements such as: "When I was 
in the fourth grade, I walked two miles to school when the 
snowdrifts were four feet deep"? People who make such 
claims may have attended a one- or two-room rural 
school. I once thought such educational environments died 
out years ago, but rural districts are not merely history; 
they are present day reality. Maybe you watched the 
television shows "Little House on the Prairie” or “Christie.” 
I experienced elements of both in 1994-1995, when I 
taught grades one through eight at Trail Creek School in 
Ismay, Montana. 

I never actually saw any such place as Ismay. it mostly 
likely consisted of a building surrounded by nothing, with 
a sign reading "Post Office." Friends refer to my adventure 
as Little Schoolhouse on the Prairie. For you teachers out 
there who desire your own TDYs, | guarantee you will 
never forget it if you accept the challenge to educate 
under such conditions. 

I lived in the two-room quarters located within the 
school, and I shared a bathroom with all of the female 
students. Because the classroom separated my living area 
and the bathroom, I always wondered what an ill teacher 
did if he or she were sick and had to race through the 
room while a substitute taught. Thankfully, I never had to 
discover that for myself. 

I refrained from drinking water from the tap at the 
single sink everyone shared neared the entrance. The 
water smelled like sulfur and looked dirty. Despite the 
school board’s insistence that the fourth water sample had 
finally passed drinkability tests, | purchased the bottled 
stuff. 

Depleting my water supply meant an hour trip to the 
small town of Miles City, of which about 35 miles of the 
50 included unpaved roadway. Every time I went to town, 
I carted 10 or so milk jugs full of crystal clear water. M 
worst fear on the dirt roads was giving some rancher’s b 
a Chevy emblem tattoo, because they roamed the un- 
fenced pastureland and ran across the road when you least 
expected it. Try a flat tire, too, when you’re 20 miles from

Students anticipated mail arrival, too, Early on, they 
informed me about their tradition of occasionally retriev- 
ing mail as a school outing. The simplicity there — the joy 
people found in things we so often take for granted — 
was refreshing. Students discussed the humor in all the 
mail showing my name followed by different job titles: 


Trustee, Chairman of the School Board, Principal, Food 


Service Manager, Cook, Cafeteria Attendant, Custodian, 
Boiler Engineer, PE teacher . . . I think you get the 
picture. 

As my additional duty, I served as laundress. The 
district provided the smallest washer known to man, but 
I lacked a dryer and space for one. Some fine cord strun 
across the classroom served two roles — makeshi 
bulletin board to display the students’ work, and clothes- 
line. Weekends were the only time I had to do the wash. 
On Monday mornings, I might be taking down my under- 
wear 10 minutes prior io the pupils’ arrival. I hung 
laundry on a portable line outside when the weather 
permitted, 


One Saturday I endeavored to get everything clean with 
the exception of the long-sleeved shirt I was wearing. As 
I stood on my tiptoes, reaching up for the line outside, | 
heard a deep voice say, "Gettin’ some sun?" I am positive 
that more turned red than my face! I slinked inside, 


| thankful that my back was turned to the guys on horse- 


back, who just happened to be one of the parents, and an 
eighth grader. I learned a lesson that regardless of the 
appearance of isolation, I should never count on being 
totally alone out there again. 

The wildlife provided excellent companionship, but 
sometimes startled me. A herd of horses once surrounded 
me and chewed off the long fringe on my leather coat. 
Deer and antelope played inside the school yard. Prairie 
chickens raced up and down the road entertaining my 
most faithful companion — my cat. Garland Muffins 
Honey Baby Newman. 

I was somewhat of a loner, except in the company of a 
privileged few. That November, Garland abandoned his 
bashfulness long enough to emerge from the kitchen each 
morning, as if on cue, to honor the National Anthem. He

In some instances, I may have violated the Star Trek 
prime directive — impacting their way of life in an 
intrusive manner. Yet other times, I am certain, I became 
a convert to their way of life. Garland got me through 
that year. Or maybe, just used him as His instrument.

Even try some biack and 
HUNTING SEASON FOR MUSHROOMS

arnish a steak, whether it be venison or store-bought. 


e edible species easy to spot are puffballs, sulfur 
shelfs, and oyster mushrooms. Puffballs are white globes 
that range from one inch to a foot in diameter. They 
should be inspected by slicing from top to bottom. The in- 
side should be white aud featureless. If there are any signs 
of a developing mushroom inside, the mushroom is not a 
puffball. Indeed, it might be a poisonous Amanita. 

Sulfur shelf mushrooms grow on trees or dead wood. 
They have orange sides which can easily be spotted. Un- 
derneath they are pale yellow or white, Oyster mushrooms 
look like oyster shells. They are found in large clusters on 
trees or fallen logs. The caps are tan or ivory and very 
soft. There are many tasty mushrooms to be found while 
afield. However, anyone contemplating using them should 
be aware of the risks. Never eat a wild mushroom unless 
you are absolutely sure of its identity. To learn more 
about them, consider joining a mushroom aficionado 
group.

National Farmers Union. "I was real impressed being with the women and with all 
the topice they discussed in the break-out sessions,” she said.

times she owed the grocer a little. Sometimes the grocer 
owed her 50 cents or a dollaz. My mother’s mother, whose 
life led her off the farm after she married, still sought 
each year to can 500 quarts of fruits and vegetables for 
her family of five. 

Then there was'the sewing. Not only did they make 
clothes, but also sheets and curtains and towels and table 
cloths and then the bits of fancy work with which they 
decorated their homes. 

Some of ali this I experienced. Other parts I know from 
hearing the stOties told of how things once were. Some of 
my favorite stories are of the craft with which farm wom- 
en managed*their households. 

My Grandmother Wilson, who died nine years before 


my birth, raised turkeys as well as chickens. The turkeys 
were sold mostly at Thanksgiving. That money then be- 
came the Christmas fund. 

It was just after World War II when they had a local 
man to do some papering and painting in the house. 
While he was working, my grandfather came in, and said 
to my grandmother, “Lucy, I’m going to Robinson’s (the 
tractor dealership), and I need some money.” She replied, 
"I don’t have any money, George." Grandpa rejoined, 
“What about the turkey money?” "I'll have to look for it,” 
she said. 

She hunted, and fussed a little while, and then an- 
nounced to him that she hadn’t been able to find it. 
“Huh,” he said, and left for Robinson’s without any mon- 
ey. The painter was terribly upset. "Here I am in this 
house for the first time, and they are missing money. 
They'll surely think I took it.” 

An hour or so passed, and my grandfather returned. 
"Well, Lucy," he asked, “did you find that turkey money?" 
"Yes, George, | knew where it was all the time." The 
painter breathed a deep sigh of relief. When he was an 
old man and I was a boy, he told me that story, and I nev- 
er forgot it. 

Today in our urbanized society nobody is home. We 
need to celebrate country women.

many weeks, was bedridden for over three month . and 
didn’t walk for a year after the illnesses struck. During 
those critical weeks when Aunt Martha was critically ill, 
her mother and father never gave up on her. Grandma 
took care of her all day long, delegating as many chores 
as possible to the other children, and Grandpa would 
come in from the barn and sit by her bedside all night 
long. Sans hair, which had all fallen out because of her 
condition, Aunt Martha returned to school a year later 
(Another strong rural woman, the schoolteacher at the 
one-room schoolhouse, read the riot act to Aunt Martha’s 
classmates about no one teasing her because of her bald 


head. No one did.) 

Finally, the family farm was located along a railroad 
line, and my grandma is remembered by her children for 
never turning away any of the many hoboes who came to 
her kitchen door looking for a meal. After performing a 
simple chore or two they would '*< rewarded with a plate- 
ful of her delicious home cooking. No one, family or not, 
ever went away from her house hungry. 

If I may indulge the reader a few more moments with 
memories of rural women in my family... 

Aunt Martha eventually graduated from college, taught 
in a one-room schoolhouse for six years and a larger 
school for five more years, then joined the U.S. Army in 
1942 to serve her country. After beginning as a private, 
then graduating from Officer Candidate School, she put 
in a full career as an intelligence officer, retiring as a it. 
colonel after traveling the world with the service. She'll 
turd 85 in December, and still travels constantly. 

One of her sisters, my Aunt Ada, the major tomboy of 
the tomboy Schuchart girls, graduated from college with 
a nursing degree and joined the Army during the war. She 
was aboard the hospital ship, a floating blood bank, that 
was scheduled to ride in to Tokyo Harbor immediately af- 
ter the first wave of American invasion troops hit the 
beach. Luckily for her and thousands of her fellow service- 
men, the atomic bombs ended the war before a land as- 
sault was necessary, and immediately following the Japa- 
nese surrender she was sent to treat wounded Americans 
and other allies in Hiroshima. 

My mom, Stella, graduated from college, taught school, 
then married a returning serviceman and raised six kids of 
her own. They started our family on a farm in Missouri, 
then moved the South as my dad worked with a grain ele- 
vator construction crew and finally settled in Arlingion, 
Va., just before I was born. Yours truly is number five, 
and my mom lost a great deal of blood as I was born in 
1961. Last rites were administered, and the doctor said it 
didn’t look good at all. After weeks of bed rest, during 
which my Aunt Ada and my Aunt Martha helped take 
care of us kids, my mom was on her feet again. She gave

Herman informed the board 
that the Mary and legisla 
ture approved a program 
called Innovative Partners 
in Technology during its 
most recent session. 
Framed in terms of an in- 
centive grant, the program 
gives GCC the opportunity 
to raise nearly $1 million 
for technology. 

Under this program, if 
GCC can raise $200,000 in 
private donations in cash or 
technology equipment or 
software, the state would 
provide matching dollars. 
GCC would then have two 
more years to raise another 
$200,000 for another state 
match, bringing the total 
amount of funding for the 
college to $800,000. 

Dr. Herman said that the 
GCC Foundation is devel- 
oping a fund-raising strate- 
gy to try and find four large 
donors at $50,000 each to 
be spread over a four-year 
period. If the foundation is 
successful in getting these 
donors, a challenge would 
then be issued to the com- 
munity. "We'd like to see 
GCC have a technology en- 
dowment fund to help keep 
the college current with the 
latest technology," Herman 
commented. 

TECH PREP PROGRAM 

Another illustration of 
the growing emphasis being 
placed on technology was 
evident when Dr. Nancy 
Priselac, chairperson of 


GCC’s math department, 
spoke about the Technology 
Preparation Program. The

Priselac credited Jim Da 


former adjunct instruc 


tor and newly appointed in 
structor of computer appli- 
cations, with much of the 
success of the Tech Prep 


program. She also said that 
one of the highlights of the 
program will be a training 
session for public school 
math and science teachers 
on the Casio graphing cal- 
culator, which will be held 
in the near future. 

"The public schools are 
doing a great job of sending 
the college well-prepared 
students,” Priselac com- 
mented, “for example, we 
have 23 Calculus I students 
this fall, the most we've 
ever had. These students 
are coming from Northern 
and Southern high schools, 
and our own feeder pro- 
gram. These students are 
the future of technology, a 
future that is here with us 
now.” 

GIEC 

Herman then addressed 
the proposal to construct a 
new building on the campus 
to house the Garrett Infor- 
mation Enterprise Center 
(GIEC). As one of the 
main missions of the college 


is to foster local economic’ 


development, Herman said, 
GCC seeks to play an active 
role in supporting business- 
es by responding to their 
needs whenever possible.

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CONSTRUCTION TECH 


Lillian Mitchell, dean of 
academic affairs, reported 
that a recommendation had 


been submitted by Jim Al- 
len, director of technology, 
that the board discontinue 
the Construction Technolo- 
gy Certificate program. 
"We've offered this program 
for 26 years,” said Mitchell, 
"but enrollment has always 
been very low. Most of our 
students have not been 
looking for overall certifica- 
tion in the field, just isolat- 
ed courses to learn and de- 
velop particular construc- 
tion-related skills.” 

The board voted to dis- 
continue the certificate 
program in the future, while 
at the same time providing 
for any students who are 
currently in the program to 
complete a_ certificate. 
Some construction technol- 
ogy classes will continue to 
be offered even though the 
certificate program has 
been dropped; these include 
welding classes and residen- 
tial wiring classes. 

NEW FACULTY 

The hoard voted unani- 
mously to approve the ap- 
pointments of a pair of new 
GCC faculty members. 

Steve Storck is a new as- 
sistant professor of Adven- 
ture Sports. A doctoral can- 
didate at West Virginia 
University’s forestry depart- 
ment, Storck is certified 
through the National Out- 
door Leadership School. 
"Steve is full of energy, and 
the students are very 
pleased with his work,” 
Mitchell commented. 

Jim Davis, referred to 
earlier in’ relation to the 
Tech Prep program, is a 
new instructor of computer 
applications. A retired fed- 
eral civil servant, Davis 
holds a bachelor’s from the 
University of Maryland and 
has been an adjunct instruc- 
tor at GCC for a year. "Stu- 
dent evaluations of Jim’s 
performance are very high,” 
said Mitchell. 
ENROLLMENT REPORT 

Mitchell presented the 
enrollment report figures as 
of mid-September, which 
showed that 680 students 
had enrolled for the fall se- 
mester, a 7.2 percent drop 
from the record of 733 stu- 
dents at the same time last 
year. The current FTE fig- 
ure stood at 249.45, down 
from 266.95 at the same 
point last year, a 6.6 per- 
cent decline. 

These declining figures 
are not seen as a cause for 
a great deal of concern, as 
last year’s record figures in-

Matthew 27: 15-2¢ 


It is tempting for us to assume that 
Rehoboam and Jeroboam were sim 
ply evil men doing what evil men do 
best: evil! But to put their thoughts and 
actions into perspective, we must re- 
alize that probably neither of these men 
thought of themselves as evil. Like us 
and leaders in our own time, they prob- 
ably both honesily believed in the nght- 
ness of their actions. Most evil people 
do not start out to be evil, but simply 
become evil in the arrogart way in 
which they exercise power. 

Actually, I am more fearful of the 
person who is unreservedly certain that 
he is doing the smart thing than the 
one who knowingly sets out to do evil. 
The former is, I think, the most dan- 
gerous, because he or she does not re- 
alize and acknowledge the human ca- 
pacity to be and do wrong. One of my 
seminary professors, Reinhold 
Niebuhr has written that, “Power al- 
ways thinks that it has a great soul and 
vast views beyond the comprehension 
of the weak; and that it is doing God's 
service when it is violating all His 
laws” (The Irony of American His- 
tory). I can imagine that both 
Rehoboam and Jeruboam entertained 
the assumption that they were “doing 
God's service” as Niebuhr put it 

THEY HAD CHOICES 

it ts also significant to me that nei- 
ther of these men were forced to make 
the choices that proved so disastrous. 
Rehoboam, the son of King Solomon, 
was assured of the support of the en- 
tire twelve tribes of Isracl if he would 
but “lighten the hard service of your 
father and his heavy yoke upon us...” 
(12:4). Nor could Rehoboam blame 
his bad decision on his court, for he 
had a choice between the wise coun-

Driver Caution 
Urged As Deer 
Activity Rises 


Fall is a time of move- 
ment and migration for 
many of western Maryland’s 
wildlife species, including 
white-tailed deer. After 
maintaining an annual 
home range of about one 
square mile throughout 
much of the year, deer in- 
crease their daily move- 
ments and become more ac- 
tive during the fall. These 
movements lead to the in- 
creased risk of deer/car col- 
lisions on Garrett County 
roadways. 

The shortening daylight 
hours of autumn trigger the 
beginning of deer reproduc- 
tive cycles, with the peak of 
breeding coming during the 
first two weeks of Novem- 
bér. As bucks begin to 
search for receptive fe- 
males, they may separate 
the male fawn of the, year 
from its mother. Yearling 
bucks, participating in their 
first breeding season, may 
move many miles from their 
natal home range. 

“All of this natural white- 
tailed deer movement in- 
creases the numbers of deer 
crossing highways,” Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
| ae Secretary John Grif- 

fin said. "This in turn in- 
creases the chances for mo- 
torists to strike deer." 

Over the past five years, 
the number of deer/vehicle 
collisions reported to DNR 
have nearly doubled, from 
just over 1,900 in 1995 to

Africans in America 
fills the information gap

Spanning 
the years from the Jamestown 
colony in 1607 to the post-Civil 
War era, it adds a missing di 

mension of black experience to 
the story of the nation’s found- 
ing. 

Part | of the series, The Terri 
ble Transformation, explains 
how the indentured servitude of 
both whites and blacks was 
used to build the North Ameri- 
can colonies. When the first 
Africans arrived by chance on 
the Virginia coast in 1619, they 
were put to work alongside 
white indentured laborers. 

“In 1619,” notes historical 
novelist Charles Johnson (Mid- 
dle Passage), “people were not 
categorized in terms of races.” 

Changes came “law by law,” 
as the film's narrative puts it, 
first in Virginia and later in 
such colonies as Carolina, 
which had institutionalized 
slavery from its founding. 

Part 2, Revolution, uses indi- 
vidual stories of slaves and 
masters — including Virginia 
planter George Washington — to 
explore the tension between the 
colonists’ desire to free them- 
selves from tyranny and their 
continued suppression of the 
rights of thousands in their 
midst. 

“There's a way of life that is 
driving the continuation of 
slavery,” Johnson explains. 
“More than anything else, that 
is what's hard to give up.” 

The tension continued after 
the Revolution. Concessions 
were made to slavery as an ex- 
pedient for ratifying the Consti- 
tution, yet eventually, Johnson 
says, “Our presence forces the 
founders to live up to their own 
ideals.”

and Judgment Day, chronicle 
the slave rebellions and aboli- 
tionist movement. More laws 
are passed, compelling the re- 
turn of escaped slaves to their 
masters. This new legislation 
forces every citizen to become 
involved on a moral level. 
Africans in America personal- 
izes the epic of slavery through 
the memoirs of literate black 
Americans of the time who 
took care to record their indi- 
vidual odysseys. Readers in- 
clude actors Andre Braugher 
and William Hurt. Angela Bas- 
sett is the series’ narrator. 
Viewers learn of John 
Brown's raid on Harpers Ferry 
and feel the terror of runaway 
slaves rounded up and herded 
onto southbound trains, much 
like the Jews of World War II 
Europe. In Part 3, genealogist 
Karen Hughes White reads out 
the names of her ancestors from 
a document recording the sale 


of Thomas Jefferson's slaves. 


Eacculive producer Orlando 
Bagwell is optimistic about the

Those who donated at 
the August 21 bloodmobile 
at the Oakland Elks Lodge 
will be eligible to donate on 
October 23. 

Individuals with specific 
eligibility questions may 
contact the Red Cross at 1-

Local residents and pa- 
tients are among those 
served through Red Cross 
Blood Services, Johnstown 
Region, which directly 
serves hospitals, patients, 
and donors in 66 counties 
in parts of Maryland, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Virginia, and 
West Virginia. The regional 
Red Cross must collect at 
least 750-800 units of blood 
a day to meet patients’ 
needs.

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Fall Weather May 
Lead To Snakes 
Entering Homes

Now that autumn is here, 
snakes are starting to show 
up in basements and other 
places where they may not 
be wanted, looking for plac- 
es to hibernate. Snakes nor- 


mally hibernate in crevices Stipes. 


under rocks, trees, stream 
banks, and occasionally in 
buildings. Sometimes when 
they crawl into basements 
and ground floors of build- 
ings, they can’t find their 
way out. 

"When situations like this 
occur, we want people to 
remember that snakes can 
be removed from a building 
safely without killing them," 
explained Glenn Therres of 
the Maryland Department 
of Natural Resources Wild- 
life and Heritage Division. 
"Believe it or not, snakes 
are just as afraid of people | 
as some people are afraid | 
of them. The person who 
unexpectedly finds a snake 
in a basement or building 
need not panic.” 

Most snakes in Maryland 
are nonpoisonous and can 
be removed simply and eas- 
ily without harming the 
snake or person. Several 
methods can be used. One 
is to sweep the snake into a 
bucket or empty garbage 
can. Another method is to 
pick the snake up with a 
rake or broom handle and 
place it in a bucket or emp- 
ty trash can. Then take it 
outside and let it go at a 
reasonable distance from 
the building, releasing it 
into a forest or field. There 
is no need to kill the snake; 
in fact, it is against state 
law to intentionaily kill na- 
tive wildlife without a per- 
mit. 

Snakes are an integral 
part of the environment, 
and an i t part of 
the food chain. As preda- 
tors, they feed on mice, 
rats, insects, and other pest 
species. They are also prey 
for hawks, herons, raccoons, 
and other predators. 

Snake identification can 
be difficult, so one should 
use caution when removing 
the snake. Unless the 
son is familiar with handli 
snakes, it is best to pick it 
up with something other 
than one’s hands. To the in- 
experienced observer, all 
snakes appear to have 
heads distinctly wider than 
their bodies (which is how 
poisonous snakes are often 
described) and therefore 
might be incorrectly thought 
to be poisonous. 

The snakes most com- 
monly found in basements 
in Maryland are black rat 
snakes, .ing-necked snakes, 
and garter snakes. Adult 
black rat snakes are black 
on top with white bellies, 
and can be as long as four 
or five feet in length. 
Young black rat snakes are 
usually less than 12 inches 
in length, having a gray or 
tan back with black or dark 
brown spots distributed ran- 
domly from its neck to tail. 
When startled, black rat 
snakes will rattle their tail, 
mimicking rattlesnakes. 
Though black rat snakes 
can bite, they are nonpoi- 


ane ne 


Ring-necked snakes are 
small (usually less than 12 
inches in length), with dark 
brown or black backs, and a 
cream-colored ring around 
its neck. Its belly is pink or 
orange in color. Garter 
snakes have brown to 
greenish colored backs, with 
three tan stripes running 
from the head to tail. Some 
garter snakes have small 
dark spots instead of 
A few other species 
have been found in build- 
ings in Maryland. 

ihere are only two spe- 
cies of poisonous snakes na- 
tive to Maryland. Copper- 
heads are found statewide. 
They have cream, beige, or 
orange-colored backs, with 
dark brown  hour-glass- 
shaped bands going from 
side to side. Young copper- 
heads have a yellow-tipped 
tail. Timber rattlesnakes are 
the other poisonous species 
in Maryland. They are 
found only in the moun- 
tains. There are two color 
phases of timber rattle- 
snakes: Yellow backs with 
| dark brown or black spots 
are the more common 
variety. Dark brown or 
black is the other color. 
Both have distinct rattles on 
their tails. The chances of 


finding either species in a 
basement or building are 
slim, though if the building 
is in wooded areas, espe- 
cially in the mountains, it is 
possible.

Black bears find October 
to be a month of critical 
importance in their survival. 
It’s at this time of year that 
bears forage extensively for 
foods high in carbohydrates. 
These high energy foods are 
important, as bears must 
fatten up for the upcoming 
winter season. Bears may 
travel great distances to 
take advantage of available 
food sources during this 
period. Large amounts of 
fat must be stored in order 
for bears to survive the long 
winter season. 

The primary food source 
for bears in October is 
acorns and other nuts. 
Acorns, both from the white 
oak group and the black 
oak group, provide the nec- 
essary carbohydrate levels 
that bears need to produce 
large amounts of fat. Some 
bears will add two pounds a 
day during years of abun- 
dant food crops. It is im- 
perative that such weight 
gains occur for bears to sur- 
vive the rigors of the up-

It appears that acorn 
production in 1998 in Gar- 
rett County is near record 
levels. The black oak group 
is rated as abundant, while 
the white oak group is rated 
as poor and spotty. Howev- 
er, when the two groups are 
combined, the overall rating 
is abundant. In only two 
years, 1976 and 1994, has 
the overall acorn count 
been higher than in 1998. 
In 1997, acorn production 
was rated as a mast failure 
in Garrett County. The only 
other mast crops rated as 
heavy in Garrett County in 
1998 are beech nuts. 

In Allegany County, 
acorn crops are reported to 
be substantially less than in 
Garrett County. The overall 
rating for Allegany County 
in 1998 is poor and spotty, 
with white oaks being more 
abundant than black oaks. 
It also appears that black 
oaks are more abundant at 
higher elevations than lower 
elevations.

This will have a signifi- 
cant impact on bear activi- 
ties in western Maryland. 
We anticipate nuisance 
probiems to ye maininai this 
fall because of the abun- 
dance of acorns. Bear dam- 
age complaints to agricul- 
tural crops to date in 1998 
have not been as numerous 
or severe as last year, when 
acorns were virtually non- 
existent. Bears prefer to eat 
these natural foods over 
other foods, and therefore 
aren’t as attracted to non- 
natural foods. 

In 1997, when acorn 
crops were virtually non- 
existent in western Mary- 
land, ‘bear nuisance com-

Black bears feed primari- 
ly on natural foods such as 
acorns and berries. These 
foods provide the nutrients 
necessary for bears to sur- 
vive. In years of abundant 
mast crops, such as this 
year, bears will forage ex- 
tensively on high-quality 
foods such as acorns; only 
in years of mast failures do 
bears turn extensively to ag- 
ricultural crops as a primary 
food source. In 1998, bear 
damage to crops should 
theoretically be low due to 
the preponderance of 
acorns throughout Garrett 
and Allegany counties.

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Domestic Violence Awareness Month 
Recognizing Traits, 
Beliefs Of Batterers 
by Linda Spassil 
Executive Director, The Dove Center 


Who are the abusers? Why do they batter? The abusers 
are primarily male. They represent all ages, races, religion 
(including no religion), educational levels, cultures and 
socio-economic groups. The abuser may be a blue-collar 


worker, unemployed, or highly paid. He may be a drinker 
or a non-drinker. Different personalities, family back 
grounds, and professions are represented. In summation 


There is no typical batterer or abuser. 

Some common characteristics of a man who batters in- 
clude: having low self-esteem; believing in all myths about 
battering relationships; and being a traditionalist with be- 
liefs in male supremacy and the stereotypical masculine 
sex role in the family. 

Other common traits or behaviors of a batterer include 
blaming others for his actions; being pathologically jeal- 
ous; presenting a dual personality; and experiencing severe 
stress reactions during which he uses drinking and wife 
battering to cope. 

Behaviors common to batterers also include the fre- 
quent use of sex as an act of aggression to enhance self- 
esteem in view of waning virility, and lack of belief that 
his violent actions should have negative consequences. 


Typically, when people try to understand why men bat- 
ter, they tend to look for what is “wrong” with them, be- 
lieving batterers must be sick in some way. However, bat- 
tering is not a mental illness that can be diagnosed, but is 
instead a learned behavior choice. Men who batter use 
physical force to maintain power and control over their re- 
lationships with their partners. Most batterers are not out 
of control when they abuse and are not angry, nasty men. 
Rather, a batterer believes he is entitled to control his 
partner and that his partner is obligated to obey him; he 
is a moral person, even if he uses violence against his 
partner; he will get what he wants through his use of 
violence; and he will not suffer significant adverse physi- 
cal, legal, economic, or personal consequences. 

Many batterers grew up in homes where they or a sib- 
ling or mother were physically abused by their father. In 
fact, wit-nessing domestic violence as a child has been 
identified as the most common risk factor for becoming a 
batterer in adulthood. 


Because battering is a learned behavior, it can be “un- 
earned.” However, the goal of non-violence is unlikely to 
be achieved through traditional marital or couples coun- 
seling. Programs designed specifically for batterers are the 
preferred method for addressing abusive behavior. 

Programs for batterers are not the cure-all for domestic 
violence, but one facet of a coordinated community 
response to the problem. The community must send the 
message to the abuser that battering will not be tolerated 
and that there will be consequences for the violence. 

The primary goal of a batterer’s program is to eliminate 
physical, sexual, and psychological violence. The focus is 
the victim’s safety and well-being. The following are key 
elements of successful abuser programs: The batterer is 
held completely responsible me the violence and for 
changing his behavior to end it; the focus is not on

Batterers’ cannot operate in isolation, but 
need to be coordinated with community services for 
abused women. These programs serve a vital role and 
should work in the community to change the systems’ 
r nses to domestic violence, in addition to working 
with individual men.

Grant Awarded To 
Combat Underage 
Drinking In GC 


Garrett County is one of 
sever. Maryland counties 
that will share a federal 
grant to combat underage 
drinking, the offices of U.S. 
Senators Barbara A. Mikul- 
ski and Paul S. Sarbanes 
announced recently. The 
$400,000 grant will assist 
communities in Garrett, Al- 
legany, Frederick, Harford, 
Montgomery, Talbot, and 
Baltimore counties. 

The U.S. Department of 
Justice funds will be used in

"This money is another 
step in the right direction to 
stopping those under the le- 
gal drinking age from using 
or abusing alcohol," said 
Mikuicki.

Wal-Mart Rumors 
Sparked By Land 
Option Signing 

Reports on local radio 
airwaves that a Wal-Mart, 
the world’s largest discount 
retailing chain, had secured 
an option to purchase a 
tract of land at Maryland 
Highway and Weber Road 
were the subject of a great 
deal of conversation this 
past week. 

Although the radio news 
report remains uncon- 
firmed, and undenied, after 
several inquires this week 
with the radio station that 
initiated the reports and 
Wal-Mart’s corporate head- 
quarters in Bentonville, 
Ark., however, the landown- 
er in the area did state this 
morning that an option to 
purchase had been taken on 
his property by an unnamed 
development company. 

"There’s been an option 
taken out on the ground,” 
said Russell Sines, who 
owns the property sur- 
rounding his Midas Tie 
shop between Oakland and 
Min. Lake Park. "However, 
nothing has been formal- 
ized. I don’t know the com- 
pany’s name, but they dealt 
through Tommy Thayer (of 
Railey Realty).” 

"I have an oath of confi- 
dentiality that my client, a 
developer — not Wal-Mart 
itself — has required me to 
sign regarding that proper- 
ty," said Thayer. “An oath 
of confidentiality is not nor- 
mal, but has been done be- 
fore. Right now there’s no 
contracts out there, 

"I'm not working with 
Wal-Mart, I'm working with 
a developer,” Thayer contin- 
ued. "I’m in business to sell 
real estate, not to keep peo- 
ple away from the county. 
Developers approach me, 
we don’t go after them. For 
example, I work with about 
a half-dozen developers 
who are working to bring 
services to the county that 
are lacking here, and I can’t 
turp them down. 

"There have been rumors 
for three years that a major 
retailer was coming to the 
county, at one time Ames, 
at one time K-Mart. But I 
have to stress again that 
I've had no dealings with 
Wal-Mart directly over the 
property in question, and 
no contracts have been 
signed."

The American Cancer 
Society recommends that 
women over age 40 do a 
monthly breast self-exam 
and have a yearly mammo- 
gram; women at higher risk 
should begin the screening 
process earlier.

LOAVES AND FISH’S BAIT

I have been feeling rather proud of myself lately. In my 
last three trips to the grocery store I accomplished the 
nearly impossible task of bringing homes loaves of bread 
that still retained their original fresh-from-the factory loaf 
shape! This makes the lunch-maker and the kids much 
happier. I have mentioned my kids often enough that you 
know by now how picky they are. Imagine wanting bread 
to approximate a square! Or complaining because the next 
slice of bread resembles an origami peacock! Regrettably, 
in order to quell the rioting and diminish our supply of 
bread cubes, I have had to resort to subterfuge and sneak- 
iness to carry out my mission. Sometimes a good sandwich 
is worth the price of deception. 

It doesn’t seem as if the cashiers at the stores actually 
realize that they are handling our food (once we have paid 
for it, of course) or that we may have spent a little extra 
time picking it out or that we are eventually going to eat 
it. I had one cashier recently who threw the food around 
like she was auditioning for the juggling job at the circus. 
The problem was that she didn’t have a partner to catch 
any of it. While she simultaneously kept in the air a can 
of soup, two oranges and an apple pie, I felt she was suf- 
ficiently distracted for me to reach under the watermelon 
and retrieve the dough ball that used to be 10 or 12 sand- 
wiches. She blithely continued to toss and stack the food 
like it was a cord of firewood. 

This blasé attitude seemed to start with the advent of 
plastic “grocery” bags. Now you and I both know that 
those bags won’t carry a hill of beans, much less bread, 
rolls, and the occasional Ho-Hos and/or potato chips. The 
only people who don’t seem to realize the limitations of 
these bags are the people whose bright idea they were in 
the first place and almost every cashier or bagger who has 
bagged my groceries. There seem to be two factions regu- 
lating the use of these plastic bags. 

One group likes to pack so much stuff into a bag that 
it ripples and bulges as if the garlic bread, pepperoni, and 
tomato sauce are fighting before they reach your tummy. 
Of course, as soon as you let the handles go (which have 
permanently grooved your palms) and place the bag down 
in your car, the cans, bottles, and loose fruit begin a mad 
dash for the farthest recess under the seat or in your 
trunk.

dressed, legally tagged deer 
at participating processors 
across the state during all 
Maryland deer seasons. 
Once processed, the venison 
is distributed by hundreds 
of Maryland community or- 
ganizations such as the Sal- 
vation Army, community 
food banks, church pantries 


and feeding ministries, 
emergency assistance pro- 
grams, and _ children’s 
homes. 


Unlike earlier programs 
that required donors to pay 
processing charges, Hunters 
and Farmers Feeding the 
Hungry uses cash donations 
from foundations, business- 
es, churches and individuals 
to cover the special $35 
processing fee. Since the 


average deer yields about : 


50 pounds of venison, the 
cost for this nutritious low- 


fat meat is approximately 70 


cents per pound (compared 


to a retail cost of $2 - $5 __ 


per pound). 

So far this year, more 
than nine tons of venison 
have been donated by hunt- 
ers, resulting in 72,000 
meals being served to the 


needy. Yet, because of in- ° 


creased bag limits and hunt- 
er participation, the venison 
donation rate this year is 
exceeding the rate of finan- 
cial contributions. The pro- 
gram does not accept road- 
killed deer or pre-packaged 
meat. However, inning 
this year with a small pilot 
program, pr ing will be 
expanded to include deer 
taken as a result of crop 
damage.

Trout Stockings 
Of Local Waters 


Maryland’s Department 
of Natural Resources has 
announced that nearly , 
50,000 adult rainbow trout 
have been stocked into se- | 
lected trout fishing areas as 
part of the DNR’s fall trout 
fishing program. Stocking 
began in September and 
was completed last week. 

Nearly 20,000 of these 
trout are holdover trout, 
which average one-half 
pound apiece and more 
than 12 inches in length. 
Because of low stream 
flows, for the most part, 
stocking was limited to 
lakes, ponds, and Jarger riv- 
» es. 

Gatrett County waters 
that were stocked included: 
the Piney Reservoir, 1,000; 
Youghiogheny River, 1,500; 
Casselman River, 1,000; and 
North Branch of the Poto- 
mac, 2,000. 

Anglers are reminded 
that a trout stamp is re- 
quired to possess trout 
caught in Maryland.

BLACK BEARS REPORTED STOCKING 
UP ON ACORNS 

In preparation for winter, area black bears have been 
eeding heavily to build their fat supplies. The favorite 
foods for black bears are acorns and nuts. At this time of 
year, voracious feeding wil! enable bears to gain up to two 
pounds a day. 

Garrett County acorn crops this year are at record lev- 
els. While white oak acorns have been spotty, black oak 
mast has been abundant, and beech nuts have been plenti- 
ful. In years of abundance like this, there are minimal 
compiaiuts about nuisance bears foraging on farms, etc. 
The bears seem to prefer the natural foods and turn to 
agriculture when the mast crops are insufficient. 


WILDLIFE ON THE MOVE 

In addition to foraging bears, deer generally get more 
active this time of year as they feed move in search of 
food and in response to mating urges. This leads to more 
encounters with humans, particularly in collisions with 
cars. 

Here are a few tips to decrease the odds of you hitting 
a deer. If you notice deer in fields adjacent to highways, 
be on the alert anticipating these deer bounding onto the 
road. And if you see one deer on the road, expect more 
to be close by. Often, one will cross a road and two, three, 
or more will be right behind. Be particularly vigilant when

This is when deer are most active. 

Should a deer be in the path of your car, slow down 
certainly, but try to avoid swerving. Sudden swerves can 
lead to more serious accidents with fixed objects or other 
vehicles. 


SNAKES IN BASEMENTS 

At this time of year it isn’t unusual to find snakes in 
basements, as they are looking for dens for the winter. 
Should you encounter one, try to avoid killing it, as these 
slithery fellows do provide valuable deterrents to mice, 
rats, and other pests. In most cases, snakes in this area 
will be non-venomous. However, it is best not to handle 
them if you aren’t experienced, Rather, remove them with 
a long-handled shovel or such. 

The only poisonous snakes indigenous to our area are 
the copperhead and timber rattler,

Fall Turkey 
Season Set To 
Open October 31 


Maryland Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
Secretary John R. Griffin 
has reminded hunters that 
Maryland’s either-sex fall 
turkey hunting season will 
open Saturday, Oct. 31, and 
close on Saturday, Nov. 7. 
Fall turkey hunting is per- 
mitted only in Garrett, Al- 
legany, and Washington 
counties. 

"DNR_ decided last 
spring, during the hunting 
season proposal period, to 
extend the length of the fall 
turkey season in 1998 and 
1999. DNR biologists be- 
lieve that a one-day exten- 
sion to the season will not 
have a detrimental impact 
to the wild turkey popula- 
tion in Western Maryland,” 
Griffin said. “While re- 
search conducted in the 
neighboring states of Vir- 
ginia and West Virginia has 
documented the negative 
impacts of long fall hunting 


seneons on wild turkey pop- 


ulations, Maryland’s season 
has been and continues to 
be substantially shorter than 
seasons in those states."

Brad Dourif has made a long career of playing 
strange characters, starting with his portrayal of Billy 
Bibbit in One Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest (1975) and 
appearing most recently as the creepy gas station atten- 
dant in last month’s Urban Legend. His role as the voice 
of Chucky is probably his most famous, though Child’s 
Play afficionados know that the character is not the doll 
itself but the spirit of satanic serial killer Charles Lee 
Ray, whom we met during the opening credits ofthe 1988 
film. As he is being shot by a police officer in a toy store, 
Ray grabs the first thing he can find--a doll--and upon 
the dark spirits to endow it with his soul. And throughout 
the following three films, Ray has been trying to get back 
into a human body, always stymied by those who want to 
destroy him. 

The woman who finds and reassewbles the burnt, 
battered parts of the 10-year-old doll this time is Tiffany 
(Jennifer Tilly), Ray’s long-lost girlfriend. After a lover’s 
spat, she locks him up in a cage with a little plastic bride 
doll, as a cruel joke. But he breaks out, kills her, and 
transplants her soul into the girl doll. As we watch, the 
cute Fittle dolly changes from a doe-eyed bride to a 
leather-jacketed, black lipsticked hellion with bleached- 
blonde hair and black roots. After a reconciliation of 
sorts, the two begin a hunt for the amulet buried with 
Ray’s corpse, which can provide them with the power to 
regain human form and live horrifically ever after. 

Integral to their plan is a pair of lovesick teens, 
Jesse and Jade (Nick Stabile and Katherine Heigl), who 
not only can provide wheels to the cemetery, but are 
perfect specimens of young human flesh. Jesse and Jade 
are good kids, but at every stop on their trip, someone 
gets killed. The kids become suspects, and even a 
each other, but no one knows it’s really the dolls hiding 
in the back seat who are doing all the mischief.

initiate the distribution of 
welcome/orientation pack- 
ages for all new businesses 
and new residents in the 
county. This, too, would 
require additional funding, 
he said. 


Commissioner chairman 
Wayne Wilt said the re- 
quest could not really be 
addressed until the next 
fiscal year, and that the 
decision would be that of 
the new board of commis- 
sioners. He and the other 
commissioners did request 
that Moe and the chamber 
members provide a more 
specific outline of the org- 
anization’s needs. 


"That way, we can look 
at it and perhaps discuss it 
with the new commission- 
ers, and they can be more 
informed as budget time 
gets closer," Wilt said. 

Currently, the chamber is 
chiefly funded by the coun- 
ty. Lesser funding comes 
from advertisements in the 
annual Vacation Guide and 
a few other avenues. The 
accommodations tax, also 
known as the “bed tax,” is 
charged by hotels, moteis, 
bed and breakfast establish- 
ments.

Born in 1904, to an Am- 
ish family of 17, Claude had 
a passion for art. He once 
said that in the Amish reli- 
gion “the making of graven 
images” was considered sin 
ful and was forbidden to 
him. Claude faced constant 
discipline from family and 
community for, as it was 
termed, “wasting time” 
drawing pictures, molding 
clay, or whittling. So began 
Claude’s secret life as a car- 
ver. 

From an early age 
Claude had the ability to 
see into, even beyond, the 
people and things around 
him — his Amish elders, 
the fields, the hills, rock 
and wood. "I can’t pass a 
woodpile without seeing 
something to carve,” he of- 
ten said. "A piece of wood 
tells you what it wants to 
be, but sometimes you start 
carving and you see some- 
thing else. I’m sure that the 
wood doesn’t care if | 
change its mind a bit." 

Claude H. Yoder, who 
died in 199% at the age of 
87, left a legacy in stone 
and wood dozens of 
carvings of men, women, 
birds, dogs, marvelous 
things that show a techni- 
cally naive but earthy sense 
of form and texture. Several 
of Claude’s sculptures are 
on permanent display at the 
American Visionary Art 
Museum in Baltimore and 
the Springs Museum in 
Springs, Pa. 

Olin I. Yoder was born 
in the mountains of western 
Maryland. His first recollec- 
tions are of sitting on his 
father’s lap at the kitchen 
table, as Claude sketched 
on the back of oilcloth by

Agriculture Funding Deal 


Congressional and White 
House negotiators reached 
agreement last week on an 
“omnibus spending” package 
to fund government depart- 
ments and agencies — in- 
cluding agriculture 
whose budgets were not 
taken care of in the normal 
appropriations process. 


The $520 billion budget 
package was passed Tues- 
day by the House and 
Wednesday by the Senate 
and now goes to President 
Clinton for his signature. 
The bill adds $21 billion for 
emergencies ranging from 
natural disaster and farm 
relief to fixing the year 2000 
computer problem. 


The agriculture appropri- 
ations measure and its farm 
aid provisions were folded 
into the omnibus measure 
after President Clinton ve- 
toed a bill sent to him ear- 
lier this month. The omni- 
bus package also includes 
several Farm Bureau-sup- 
ported tax items that will 
benefit producers. 

The new agriculture 

ing measure contains a 
nearly $6 billion farm assis- 
tance package that will help 
producers who suffered 
crop failures and low com- 
modity prices this year. De- 
spite the higher price tag 
compared to the earlier re- 
lief measure, Republican 
negotiators were able to 
fend off Democratic and 
administration demands 
that a large portion of the 
farm aid come in the form 
of increased marketing 
loans — a move Farm Bu- 
reau opposed,

For 
producers who have suf- 
fered multiple-year crop 
josses, the assistance pack- 
age includes $875 million. 
And $200 million will be 
made available to livestock 
producers who lost their 
1998 feed supplies. 

Dairy producers will be 
allotted an additional $200 
million in payments, to be 
distributed at the discretion 
of the agriculture ong 
as well as an additional 
million in dairy indemnity 
payments.

Dairy Situation and Outlook 
by Bob Cropp, University of Wisconsin 

Milk production has been running below year ago 
levels, July down 0.8% and August down 0.5%. But an 
improvement was shown in September with production up 
slightly, 0.4%. But relatively poor production per cow 
continues to hold down mulk production. Milk production 
per cow for September was just 0.3% higher than a year 
ago. Once milk production per cow returns to a more 
normal increase of 2% or more, milk production will once 
again increase, putting some downward pressure on milk 
prices. 

Milk cow numbers have stopped declining. September 
cow numbers for the 20 reporting sales states were up 
5,000 head from a year ago and 2,000 head more than

August. Ample feed supplies, low grain and concentrate 
prices, favorable milk prices and a very favorable milk- 
feed-price Tatio, plus low cull cow prices are all factors 
that have stopped the decline in milk cow numbers. 

The big question is, when will prices come down? 
Prices will come down, but a crash like what occurred in 
1996 doesn’t seem likely. Sales are good and milk produc- 
tion recovery may be a little slower. However, the record 
milk prices and relatively low feed prices will eventually 
bring about a supply response, if the weather for milk 
production also gets more favorable. With low cull cow 
prices, producers will hang on longer to milk cows and 
dairy herd expansion is already taking place. Butter prices 
have fallen, but should hold at relatively high levels until 
mid-November as we approach the strong demand period 
during Thanksgiving and Christmas. The same is true for 
cheese. Once butter prices drop significantly, cheese prices 
will follow. Bui uevertheless, ihe BFP will siay weil above 
historical levels through early next year. December BFP 
futures settled at $14.77 on October 15 and the January 
BFP settled at $13.65. These prices are higher than what 
I would predict based on the potential for stonger milk 
production beginning in a month or two. Once California’s 
milk per cow begins to improve and milk production 
improves some in the south and southeast, there will be 
some pressure on milk prices. I would encourage produc- 
ers to consider dairy futures or options to protect these 
more favorable milk prices. 


Lady Bug, Please Fly Away 

It is that time of year that lady bugs start swarming 
around and in the house. What can you do about them? 
First of all, I do not recommend using an insecticide 
inside the house unless it is absolutely necessary. In most 
instances, insecticide bombs only provide temporary 
control and must be repeated. Personally, I do not wank 
to be breathing the fumes. The best control is to keep the 
lady bugs outside. Most of the lady bugs will enter the 
house around window and door cracks. The lady bug can 
enter through a very small crack that may not even be 
noticeable; therefore, check very closely and seal off all 
possible entrances. The best way to remove them from 
your home is to vacuum. There are some lady bug phero- 
mones on the market that will attract them to one area 
where they can be easily vacuumed. I do not know if these 
pheromones are available in our area.

Environmental 
Impacts Review 
Started By NRCS 


David Doss, Maryland 
state conservationist for the 
U.S. Department of Agri- 
culture’s (USDA) Natural 
Resources Conservation 
Service (NRCS), has an- 
nounced NRCS’s intent to 
prepare a Programmatic 
Environmental Impact 
Statement (PEIS) for the 
Emergency Watershed Pro- 
tection (EWP) Program. 


NRCS administers this 
USDA conservation pro- 
gram. 

"The draft PEIS will 


study the impacts of emer- 
gency watershed protection 
work on people, natural re- 
sources, and communities,” 
said Doss. "NRCS is seek- 
ing public comment on the 
program and relevant envi- 
ronmental issues and is 
holding six scoping (infor- 
mation gathering) meetings 
across the nation." 

NRCS is holding the 
public mectings to explain 
the EWP Program and so- 
licit comments on issues: 
that should be considered 
during the evaluation of the 
program's environmental 
impacts. The closest meet- 
ing for Maryland residents 
is scheduled for Monday, 
Oct. 26, from 1 to 4 p.m., at 
USDA headquarters, 14th 
Street and Independence 
Avenue, SW, in Washing- 
ton, D.C. The meeting will 
be held in Jefferson Audito- 
rium (first floor at wing 5). 
NRCS is also conducting 
public scoping meetings in 
Kansas City, Mo.; Atlanta, 


Ga.; Sacramento, Calif.; 
Minneapolis, Minn.; and 
Albany, N.Y. 


"It’s important for Mary- 
land landowners and com- 
munities to provide com- 
ments on the EWP Pro- 
gram,” said Doss. "NRCS 
will use the comments as it 
updates its procedures and 
wants to be sure that the 
program's beneficial effects, 
along with any adverse ef- 
fects, are identified and 
studied." The public com- 
ment period ends on Octo- 
ber 30. 

The EWP Program helps 
local governments, conser- 
vation districts, and others 
repair damages to small riv- 
ers and streams that have 
been harmed by disasters 
such as floods, wildfires, 
and droughts. These repairs 
include removing debris, 
stabilizing stream banks, re- 
planting barren slopes, and 
other measures. 

"EWP work in Western 
Maryland has been a priori- 
ty for NRCS over the past 
three years," said Doss. 
"Maryland received approxi- 
mately $7.8 million through 
EWP funds to restore wa- 
tershed areas damaged by 
floods, blizzards, and hurri- 
canes. This work was done 
primarily in three counties 
along the Appalachian 
Mountains — Frederick, 
Allegany, and Garrett.” 

NRCS anticipates that 
the draft PEIS will be avail- 
able for public review and 
comment in the summer 
1999. NRCS is preparing 
the draft PEIS in accor- 
dance with guidelines from 
the National Environmental 
Policy Act (NEPA). The 
Notice of Intent (NOD) to 
develop a draft PEIS was

WHEREAS, the publication of the 
ballot titles and summaries must take place 
for two weeks immediately preceding the 
General Election of November 3, 1998; and 

WHEREAS, there will be presented 
on the ballot at said election the following 
proposed amendments to the Constitution for 
adoption or reyectuion by the voters 


CHAPTER 322 
(House Bill 192) 


QUESTION NUMBER 1 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 
Civil Jury Amount 


Provides that the right to a jury trial 
in civil proceedings preserved by Article 23 
of the Declaration of Rights applies only 
when the amount in controversy exceeds 
$10,000 


“Amount in controversy” generally means 
the amount of monetary damages claimed in 
a civil case. 


Currently, Article 

Declaration of Rights guarantees a jury trial 
in a civil proceeding where the right to a jury 
trial is preserved and where the amount in 
controversy exceeds $5,000. This proposal 
amends Article 23 to guarantee the right to a 
jury trial where the amount in controversy 
exceeds $10,000.

This constitutional amendment will 
allow the Chief Judge of the Court of 
Appeals, upon approval of a majority of the 
Court of Appeals, to assign a retired judge of 
the Circuit Court for Montgomery County or 
the Circuit Court for Harford County, that 
sits as the Orphans’ Court for Montgomery 
County or the Orphans’ Court for Harford 
County, respectively, to do an act that a judge 
of the Orphans’ Court for Montgomery 
County or the Orphans’ Court for Harford 
County, respectively, is authorized to 
perform 


The Orphans’ Court has jurisdiction 
over estates of deceased persons and certain 


Court for the county. 


Under current constitutional and 
Statutory provisions, the Chief Judge of the 
Court of Appeals, upon approval of a 
majority of the judges of the Court of 
Appeals, may assign any former judge, 
except a former judge of the Orphans’ Court, 
to sit temporarily in any court of this State, 
except an Orphans’ Court. When a retired 
judge is assigned to sit in the Circuit Court 
for Montgomery County or the Circuit Court 
for Harford County, Orphans’ Court matters 
cannot be included in the assignment. The 
inability to include these matters can cause 
delays in the settlement of decedents’ estates 
in those counties.

Project With Sheep to Promote Economic Development 


Family farming is in a state of crisis in America! You 
may have heard that or know it first hand, even before 
you saw the recent documentary “The Farmer’s Wife"

ber 


Faculty members at West Virginia's land-grant universi 
ty are doing something about it. One of West Virginia’s 
greatest agricultural assets is pasture, best utilized by 
ruminant livestock. West Virginia University (WVU) has 
been a long-time leader in beef cattle performance testing 
dnd in studies of forage utilization. In the 1970s, WVU’s 
Allegheny Highlands Project, conducted in nine counties, 
showed that application of a package of new technology 
eould enhance productivity and profit from beef cattle and 
sheep operations. Now WVU is beginning a new project 
® utilize a systems-based approach to revitalize and ex- 
pand the sheep industry in the state. 

*. "WVU faculty see opportunities to apply what we have 
learned, especially in the areas of reproductive technology, 
genetics, and forage management,” said Dr. Paul Lewis, 
Professor of Animal Science. “West Virginia is ideally lo- 
Cated to meet the now increasing demand for lamb from 
ééstern urban centers, both geographically and in relation 
é climate and ability to produce an abundance of high 
quality forage," noted Dr. Ed Rayburn, Extension agrono- 


mist. 

'. "We initially proposed this idea to the Federal ‘Fund 
far Rural America’ in 1996," Lewis noted. “But most of 
fiiose funds were diverted to flood relief in the upper 
Midwest. Then Delegate Harold Michael (D-Hardy) sug- 
fested the West Virginia Legislature as an alternate 
source of funding." Legislative support was approved in 
this year’s budget. The project will be led by Lewis, Ray- 
burn, and other WVU faculty in animal and plant scienc- 
és, agricultural economics, and extension.

those were in West Virginia in 1942.” 
In 1954, Congress declared wool to be a strategic com- 


modity and decreed that tariffs on imported wool be used 
to provide an incentive payment for wool production. But 
it was not enough. Demand for wool decreased, costs of 
land, labor, and fencing increased, and predation became 
increasingly negative factor for the industry. Numbers 

f breeding ewes in West Virginia have declined continu 
ously since 1942, in parallel with the national! decline, ex- 


cept for a period in the 1970s, when WVU worked with 
farmers to increase sheep production in the Allegheny 
Highlands Project. Today, there are only an estimated 
5,850,000 breeding sheep and lambs in the U.S., and only 
40,000 of those are in West Virginia. 

The national lamb crop averaged only 103 lambs per 
100 ewes in 1996, but the average was 130 lambs per 100 
ewes in West Virginia and Virginia. “Higher litter size is 
a positive factor we can build upon,” said Lewis. "The de- 
cline in total supply of lamb, both domestic and imported, 
recently has produced high prices,” noted Dr. Dennis 
Smith, professor of a; tural economics and marketing. 

"The decline in sheep numbers in West Virginia has 
been accelerated by increasing losses to predators and a 
sense of futility on the part of producers relative to their 
ability to limit losses to predators,” said Tom McConnell, 
WVU Extension Farm Management specialist. In West 
Virginia, 34 percent of all losses of sheep and lambs in 
1994 were attributed to predators, 54 percent of those by 
dogs, and 41 percent by coyotes. By 1995-1996, the major 
predator in West Virginia was the coyote, according to a 
survey of shepherds in 23 counties. That survey was com- 
pleted in June 1996, by McConnell and Bill Bonwell of 
the USDA Animal Damage Control Program (ADC), 
both members of the team for the new project. Coyotes 
accounted for 83 percent of all losses of lambs and 30 per- 
cent of all losses of ewes to predators. Losses totaled 
4,048 lambs and 809 ewes and were concentrated in the 
months of April through June, when lambs were on pas- 
ture with their mothers. 

Through an initiative of the West Virginia ture, 
a predator control program has been funded through the 
WV Department of Agriculture, and predation is being re- 
duced. During a 6-moath period in 1996, predator man- 
agement services provided by ADC, including use of 
snimals, snares, and M-44 cyanide devices, apparently re- 
duced coyote predation by 45% compared to the previous 
year, on 40 farms in three counties. 

The long-term goal of the new project is to improve the 
competitive position and income of independent, small 
livestock producers, and enhance economics of rural com- 
munities. To start this process, university faculty and col- 
laborators in the U.S. and West Virginia departments of

The best-laid plans don’t 
always yield the best results. 
Prepare a winter safety kit 
to keep in your car at all 
times. An old backpack or 
duffle bag is a great way to 
store these supplies so they 
don’t clutter up your trunk 
or back seat. Be sure to 
include: 

‘A small throw rug or 
towel and an old shower 
curtain. You can use them 
when kneeling next to your 
car or getting under it. 

‘A set of battery cables

And finally, a few tips to 
get you through a rough 
winter: 

‘If your door locks have 
frozen, hold your key care- 
fully over an open flame to 
heat it.

Or, 
many times only one side of 
the car will be frozen; try 
going through the passenger 
side.

Breakdowns Often Result 
Of Poor Maintenance 


A large number of mo- 
torists have experienced 
mechanical or operational 
breakdowns in the last year, 
according to a survey re- 
cently released by AAA. 
The survey shows many of 
these breakdowns could 
have been prevented if dri- 
vers had properly main- 
tained their vehicles. 

At least 28 percent of 
1,500 motorists surveyed 
said they had at least one 
problem in the last year 
that disabled their vehicle. 
The survey also found that 
while 74 percent of vehicle 
owners said they were fa- 
miliar or very familiar with 
the manufacturer’s recom- 
mended maintenance sched- 
ule, only about half of all 
respondents regularly fol- 
lowed those recommenda- 
tions. 

Those who said they had 
at least one breakdown in 
the last 12 months specified 
the following problem ar- 
eas: 
@ Tires — 28 percent of 
drivers said they had a flat 
tire, nine. percent..in the 
month preceding the July 
survey. 

®@ Battery — 22 percent 
reported needing a jump 
Start, six percent in the 
month preceding the survey. 

© Tows — 13 percent re- 
vealed that they needed 
their vehicle towed, 3 per- 
cent in the month preceding 
the survey. 

"These findings under- 
score the importance of fol- 
lowing the service schedule 
in the owner’s manual, 


especially during severe 
winter weather when a 
breakdown can be more 
than just an annoyance," 
said Elizabeth Valuet, a 
public affairs specialist for 
AAA Mid-Atlantic, Mary- 
land Division.

That was what people were saying 
about the great Syrian general 


Na’aman. He was the most famous 
military figure in Syria and had the full 
confidence of the Syrian king. But, he 
had a flaw: he was a leper and leprosy 
was one of the most feared diseases in 
the ancient world. He had a prommusing 
career ahead of him, but now all that 
was thrown into doubt. 

In the case of Na’aman (NAY-uh 
mon) it was a physical affliction, but 
almost anything can ruin a life, spoil a 
career, jeopardize a relationship or 
threaten a faith. “He would have been 
a great CEO, but he’s got that drink- 
ing problem!"’ “She has a great voice, 
but she’s a hypochondriac!”’ “They'd 
be a great couple, if only they weren't 
always putting each other down.” 

You probably can write some of your 
own “yes, but's” and “ifonly's.”” What 
is it in your own life that keeps you 
from being the person God created you 
to be, that keeps you from fulfilling 
your God-given potential, that spoils 
the good life that God gave you? What 
might people say of you: “He/she is 
fine, but...""? 

END OF A CAREER? 

That might have been the end of the 

: great general's career, except for a little 
nobody who had no reason to help 
Na’ asim, Dui did anyway. She is one 
of those little people, v/ho at the right 
time and place can make an important

So, Na’ aman goes off to Israel hoy 
ing for a cure from what otherwise 
would seem a most unlikely sourcx 
The reaction of Samaria’s king is hu 
man and humorous. Self-centered and 
extremely insecure, he interprets 
Na’aman's request a pretext by the 
Syrian king to cause him trouble 
“Only consider, and see how he is seek 
ing a quarrel with me” (5:7). There are 
some people who are so paranoid that 
they interpret everything in life as a 
personal threat. 

Na’aman finally arrives at Elisha’s 
home witha grand entourage of horses 
and chariots. So he is insulted when, 
instead of coming to meet hirn, the 
prophet sends a messenger with a 
simple prescription: “Go and wash in 
the Jordan seven times, and your flesh 
will be restored” (5:10). Na’ aman was 
furious—didn’t Elisha know who he 
was? Did he not realize how impor- 
tant he was? Angry and petulant, he 
was ready to turn around.and go home. 

Once again, however, one of those 
“little people” saved the day for 
Na’arman. Some nameless servants 
took considerable courage to say to 
this angry man: “My father, if the 
prophet had corfimanded you to do

done it? How much rather, then, when 
he says to you, “Wash, and be clean?” 
(5:13).

which signals other drivers 
to take caution as the bus is 
preparing to slow down and 
stop. Red lights will com- 
mence flashing when the 
bus has come to a complete 
stop and the driver has 
opened the door on the 
right side of the bus to al- 
low children to load or un- 
load. An arm located on 
the left side of the bus, near 
the driver’s window, will 
swing out to display a stop 
sign when the door opens 
as well. 

Motorists are required to 
stop at least 20 feet from a 
stopped school bus that is 
displaying its flashing red 
lights and stop arm. Current 
Maryland motor vehicle law 
allows a maximum penalty 
of two points and a $500 
fine for passing a stopped 
school bus which has acti- 
vated its warning light sys- 
tem.

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DR. CHARLES BERDE: 
EASING CHILDREN’S PAIN 


Dr. Charles Berde is eafounder and 

director of the Pediatric Pain Center 
at Boston's Children's Hospital. The 
first of its kind in the country when 
established 12 years ago (there are 
now about a dozen others), the ser- 
vice treats several thousand children 
a year. 
Many travel long distances to consult 
with Berde and his team after treat- 
ments closer to home fail to bring 
relief. 

As described im November's 
Biography magazine, marathon days 
are common for this dedicated doc- 
tor, who rarely stops working after he 
leaves the hospital. Sometimes, he'll 
arise at 3 a.m., heading back to the 
hospital to check on a child who is 
dying of 
cancer or underwent surgery earlier 
that day. 

Planning to specialize in pediatric 
intensive care medicine, he took a 
residency at Children’s Hospital in 
1980. At the time, few studies had 
been done on children’s pain relief so 
lithe was offered. Berde became con- 
vinced that a more creative approach 
was needed. In 1986, Berde, who was 
by then full-time, joined with two 
colleagues to launch the hospital's 
pain service. The staff, including 
doctors, nurses, psychologists, physi- 
cal therapists and an acupuncturist, 
tailors treatment plans to the physical 
and emotional needs of individual 
patients. Sometimes, Berde can only 
make them comfortable until they 
die; other times, he finds the cause 
when other physicians have given up. 

If Berde ever feels burned out from 
the daily suffering he witnesses, he’s 
reluctant to say. His wife is more 
forthcoming. “There are times we'll 
be watching a movie and he'll just 
start to cry. I know it's not because of 
the movie — it's that he lost @ patient 
the day before, or he's been with a 
child all week who is suffering unbe- 

lievably, and everything he’s done 
just hasn't been enough. He's not in it 
for the glory or money. He's in it to 
make a difference.”

Oakland Station Awarded Grants 
Of Nearly $400,000 To Revitalize 


The revitalization plans 
for the Oakland station 
moved closer to becoming a 
reality with the announce- 
ment of two grants awarded 
to fund the station project. 

Nearly $400,000 in grant 
monies will be going toward 
community efforts to reno- 
vate Oakland’s historic train 
station. The recently re- 
leased news comes after 
years of effort by Oakland 
mayor Asa McCain Jr., the 
Oakland town council, and 
numerous community vol- 
unteers to purchase the 
Victorian structure from the 
CSX corporation, and to 
renovate it as the corner- 
stone of the town’s revi- 
talization efforts, Main 
Street Project manager 
Glenn Tolbert explained. 

"We are of course very 
pleased to hear that the 
state recognizes the impor- 
tance of the train station to

A letter to the editor in this issue reminded us of 
a topic that we had intended to address a few weeks 
ago, when a majority of our elected Board of Educa 
ton members voted against supporting an anti 
voucher resolution presented by the National School 
Boards Association. A voucher system, which has 
been proposed by a number of politicians and elec 
ted officials, would allocate tax dollars to parents to 
enable them to afford to send their children to pri 
vate schools. Proponents call it “school choice," and 
suggest that it is the best way to give parents an op 
tion for their children if they are currently enrolled 
in — school that is sub-par 

¢ strongly agree with the points made in the let 
ter written by representatives of three local women’s 
organizations, and would go a step further and sug 
gest that the members of the elected board who vo- 
ted against this resolution and signed their own 
counter resolution should either step down from the 
board or be removed. Their support of a voucher 
system, as members of a public school system board, 
is an outright violation of their pledge to work for 
and support the public system of education. If they 
personally and privately believe in the voucher sys- 
tem, that’s their business, but in their roles as elected 
members of the board, they are bound to do all they 
can to protect and improve the public system, not 
work for the private system. 

The members who voted in this manner say that 
they are concerned about the welfare of children 
who are pany 4 having to attend certain public 
schools that are dangerous and inadequate, particu- 
larly in the metropolitan areas. That concern is un- 
derstandable. But, using their logic, if a particular 
Garrett County school would happen to fail for some 
réason, the approach by these board members would 
be to turn their backs on the school and give vouch- 
ers so those students could attend a private school, 
rather than to do their job of correcting the problem 
at the school in crisis. 

A voucher system would weaken, not strengthen, 
the public school system, because many of the most 
saccessful students would abandon it. It would create 
an elitist situation and increase the chasm between

ELECTION DAY 

Memories of past Election Days spur my imagination 
as I think about next Tuesday. Election Day is about many 
things: party politics, public policy issues, character of 
candidates, interest groups rivalries. For me, though, Elec- 
tion Day is about community. 

I can recall the first time I participated personally in an 
election. I was 13 years old. Mom and I went to the coun- 
ty seat, and met with the woman who was chairing the 
county Republican party at that time. We took home 
some signs and some boxes of envelopes to stuff. 

Throughout my teen years I went door to door for can- 
didates, rode in campaign caravans, and waved to voters 
at polling places. As time went on I became more and 
more involved. At one point a few years ago the whole 
thing became a burden for me. The joy and excitement of 
participatory citizenship left me. 

Six weeks ago on the Primary Election Day, I recovered 
some of that excitement. I had promised a young man 

for office that I would man my precinct for him. 
I had his signs, fastened one of his bumper stickers onto 
my broad-brimmed straw hat, and headed for the polls at 
quarter ’til seven in the morning. 

The turn-out was light. In fact, the early turn-out was 
virtually nonexistent. I chatted with the other poll workers 
without regard to party or candidate. These were neigh- 
bors and friends, After a while one of my favorite cousins 
pulled in with her husband. I had expected to see them 
because they were strongly supporting the opposition can- 
didate in the race in which I was involved. 

They went inside to vote, and then came out to take up 
their signs to support their man. So there we stood, side 
by side, cousins in friendly opposition. While waving and 


sunjling to incoming voters, we on each others’ 
ae an on a variety Of” 
subjects. 


*~-“Between the two of us, We could Taltie just abotit every-- 
one who came to the polls. Of course, in the friendly gos- 
sipy way of country places, we discussed many of those 
whom we recognized. Given how much the world has 
changed in recent years, this ability comforted me. It 
points to the reason why for me Election Day means com- 
munity. 

Later, when I went inside to cast my vote, I could name 
almost every person working the polling place. Most of 
them I had known all my life. We took time to speak to 
each other, commenting on the poor turnout, asking about 
each others’ families, exchanging pleasantries, and specu- 
lating about the weather. 

I have often said that all the people involved in the po- 
litical process are bound together no matter how much we 
disagree with each other, even no matter how much we 
may dislike each other. The bond is a simple one: we care. 

There are lots of people who complain from one elec- 
tion to another, but often the people who complain do not 
vote. In my book, not to vote is to forfeit one’s complain- 
ing rights. Election Day is the principal opportunity most 
of us have to put our complaints into action. If we do not 
vote, our complaints are only wind. 

Two years ago I had a conversation with two officers of 
the local American Legion. The topic under discussion 
was amending the Constitution to ban flag-burning. I told 
them I such an amendment because it violated 
the very of free speech for which those veterans 
had fought and further that it put the symbol (the flag) 
above the substance (the Constitution). 

They replied by saying would never support me if 
I chose to run for public . I said, in my turn, "The 
flag-burners are not the problem, because they care 
enough to burn the flag. The problem in this country are 
the apathetic majority who do not care enough to take 
one-half hour twice every other year to vote. And you 
can’t passa Constitutional amendment against apathy.” 
So go out and vote next Tuesday. In fact, there is time be- 
tween now and then to phone your favorite candidate, and 
offer your help this weekend or on Election Day. Not only 
will you be promoting grass-roots democracy and commu- 
nity, you are very likely to have some fun.

"We were obviously not 
very happy about being 
excluded [from the third 
tier], but I think we made 
some definite headway in 
discussions about it with the 
speaker. The plan could 
actually be very good for 
us," Hinebaugh said. 

David Moe, president of 
the Garrett County Cham- 
ber of Commerce, reported 
yesterday that Taylor has 
agreed to include Garrett in 
the third tier. 

In his plan, Taylor has 
listed the following counties 
as distressed: Garrett, Al- 
legany, Dorchester, Somer- 
set, and Worcester. The 
three-tiered strategy  in- 
volves tax benefits for job 
expansion and temporary 
support to depressed econo- 
mies. It is designed, Taylor 
has stated, to “spur eco- 
nomic activity in those areas 
disproportionately suffering 
from high unemployment, 
limited tax capacity, and 
maximized tax effort.” 

The first tier of the ini- 
tiative would address the 
dilemma through a payroll 
tax credit triggered in areas 
with unemp ent levels 
at 150% of the state aver- 
age (which includes Gar- 
rett). Employers in these 
counties who create at least 
25 new jobs would be eligi- 
ble to receive the proceeds 
of the state share of em- 
ployee payroll taxes for 15 
years, in lieu of paying 
those taxes to the state. The 
credit would apply only to 
the new jobs created so that 
current state tax revenues 
would be unaffected. 

The second tier of the 
program would offer a 15- 
year benefit to businesses in 
the form of a 100% tax 
credit on corporate income 
taxes up to the amount of 
the company’s total capital 
investment in its facility. 
The credit would only apply 
to income attributable to 
the project in that county. 

The third tier would be a 
county’s participation in the 
Smart Growth Economic 
Development Infrastructure 
Fund. Counties could quali- 
fy, Taylor’s plan states, for 
an infrastructure develop- 
ment loan for water, sew- 
age, or shell building. Ac-

DNR Slates 
Youth Deer 
Hunt Day 


Maryland’s fourth annual 
Youth Deer Hunt Day will 
be held on Saturday, Nov. 
14. This popular one-day 
deer hunting season was ini- 
tiated by DNR in 1995. On 
this day, properly licensed 
hunters, under age 16, may 
hunt deer throughout the 
state. Young hunters must 
be accompanied in the field 
by a person at least 21 years 
of age who possesses a valid 
Maryland hunting license, 
or is exempt from Maryland 
hunting license require- 
ments. The adult may not 
possess a firearm, bow or 
any other hunting device 
while accompanying a youth 
afield on this day. 

"Most people that be- 
come hunters begin hunting 
as a youth and learn to 
hunt from a family mem- 
ber," said John R. Griffin, 
secretary of the Maryland 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR). "This spe- 
cial deer hunting season 
provides an opportunity for 
young people to receive the 
undivided attention of an 
adult willing to pass on 
bunting techniques, safe 
firearm handling, and the 
enjoyment of hunting. 
Knowledge learned in 
Maryland’s Hunter Educ- 
tion Program is enhanced 
through the assistance of 
experienced deer hunters. 
Perhaps most importantly, 
this day provides a formal 
invitation for an adult to 
pass on the tradition of 
hunting.” 

In recent years, fish and 
wildlife agencies have gath- 
ered a great deal of infor- 
mation on what factors af- 
fect participation in hunt- 
ing. The most important 
factor affecting whether 
people take part in hunting 
is their family. Most hunters 
begin to hunt before age 20, 
and it is usually a family 
member, typically a father 
or father-figure, that serves 
as the teacher, Hunters ex- 
posed by a family member 
at a young age tend to hunt 
more frequently and are 
more likely to continue to 
hunt throughout their life- 
time. The message here is 
that taking a young person

Four Former Rams Inducted 
Into Southern Hall Of Fame 


Four former football 
standouts for Southern 

igh School were recently 
inducted into the SHS 
Football Hall of Fame dur- 
ing special pre-game cere- 
monies at the athletic field. 
The inductees were Mike 
Bittinger, J.R. Gibson, Al 
Marucci, and David Ter- 
rant. 


Bittinger was a three- 
year starter for the Rams 
and a two-time All-Area se- 
lection, on both offense and 


tackle. He anchored the de- 
fensive line that was instru- 
mental in the Rams’ being 
undefeated in the regular 
season two consecutive 
years. During the three 
years that Bittinger started 
(1986-88), the Rams won 29 
ames while losing only 

e. No other teams in the 
history of the school have 
ever won more games dur- 
ing a three-year span. 

Bittinger’s numerous 
awards included: Outstan- 
ding Freshman in 1985, 
Beat Defensive Lineman in 
1987, and Best Defensive 
Player in 1988. He was se- 
lected to the All-Highland 
Football Conference in 
1987 and 1988. He was a 
second-team Times News 
All-Area selection as a run- 
ning back and a first-team 

ick as a defensive lineman 
both his junior and se- 
nior years. Bittinger is re- 
garded as one of the most 
versatile players ever to 
play the game at Southern 
High School. 
After graduating from 
, high school in 1989, Bittin- 
enlisted in the United 
tates Army and served as a 
para’ in the 82nd 
Airborne Division. He 
served in the 1991 Persian 
Gulf War. After attending 
Fairmont State College, he 
was hired by the 
County Sheriff's Office as a 
deputy, where he now 
serves as the K-9 handler.

Parks Steps Up To Pace 
Rams Over Trojans, 46-14 


With 
quarterback and leading 
tackler both sitting on the 
bench with injuries, and 
playing on the field of an 
opponent that features one 
of the area’s most outstand 
ing running backs, any foot 
ball coach would have great 
concerns about his team's 
success. However, the Sou 
thern Rams saw a couple of 
younger players step up to 
the task last Friday night at 
Hampshire, and they not 
only won the contest, but 
won it easily. 

Another plus for the 
Rams was that they did not 
have to deal with Hamp- 
shire’s top performer Matt 
Meadows, who was side- 
lined with an ankle injury. 

Under the leadership of 
second-team quarterback 
Keith Parks, the Rams 
rolied over their West Vir- 
ginia opponents, 46-14, to 
up their season record to 5- 
3 and keep their playoff 
hopes alive for the 1998 
campaign. Parks, a junior, 
not only led his team in 
rushing with 114 yards on 
just six carries, but he also 
completed six of seven pass- 
es for 84 more yards and 
scored two touchdowns. 

The Rams wasted little 
time putting their first 
points on the board, as 
Parks engineered a six-play, 
83-yard drive on their first 
possession that was capped 
with a three-yard touch- 
down run by Jason Weaver. 
Nick Dolan ran successfully 
for the two-point conver- 
sion. 

Parks concluded the 
Rams’ next offensive drive 
with a 13-yard touchdown 
run, which completed a 
drive that began inside their 
own one-yard line after an 
outstanding punt by the 
Trojan punter. Parks passed 
to Dolan for the extra two 
points to nd Southern a 
16-0 lead, still in the first 
quarter.

"Defensively, we were 
very unemotional in the 
first half," Woods said, “and 
we gave up a lot of yardage. 
But we focused on that 
problem at halftime and the 
kids played an outstanding 
second half.” 

Woods said that two oth- 
er starters, lineman Tommy 
Diehl and receiver Jason 
Rohrbaugh, were also hob- 
bled with hamstring and 
ankle injuries, respectively. 

"But Tommy and Jason 
should be 100% this week, 
and Billy will at least be 
back in the line-up, but he 
hasn’t played for two 
weeks,” Woods said. 

The Rams’ season will 
literally hang in the balance 
this Friday night at home, 
at least in terms of whether 
or not the Southern team 
will play in the post-season. 
Their opponent will be the 
Allegany a squad 
that has lost only once this 
season (to Musselman). 

"We simply have to win 
this game in order to make 
the playoffs," Woods said. 
"We jumped from 14th in 
the state to ninth this week, 
and a win over Allegany 
would catapult us into the 


top eight."

Strother (5-8, 160), senior 
tackle Jimmy Hilton (6-1, 
265), and junior split end 
Dan Shanholtz (6-4, 185) 

"Shanholtz is Strother’s 
favorite target, and he is 
without question one of the 
most outstanding athletes in 
the area," Woods said. "He 
will play some kind of ma- 
jor college athletics, I'm 
sure." 

The Campers’ 6-2 defen- 
sive unit is anchored by 
senior defensive ends Dami- 
an DuVall (6-4, 210) and 
Ian Iliff (6-3, 205), as well 
as junior linebacker Andy 
Wilson (6-1, 185) and se- 
nior defensive back Adam 
Schmidt (5-10, 170). 

“It’s the typical Allegany 
defense, with most of its 
strength on the line, which 
makes it very difficult to 
run against them,” Woods 
said. 


“Offensively, we will try 
to keep doing what we have 
been doing: establish our 
running game with our off- 
tackle trap," he said. "De- 
fensively, we believe we 
match up well in team 
quickness, but we will have 
to be quick and hit hard to 
contain a runner like Ayde- 
lotte.” 

Woods said he is pleased 
that the game will be in 
Oakland, and he hopes a

the size of the Board of Governors from 8 to 11 by giving 
each of the county commissioners the right to appoint an 
additional board member. The Hospital Statute was 
amended in 1959, making it clear that the Board of Gov- 
ernors was the governing body of the hospital, designating 
it as a “body corporate and politic,” and that it, as such, 
had all powers “proper and necessary” to operate and 
manage the hospital. In 1978 the size of the board was 
expanded from 11 to 16 by adding four at-large members 
to be appointed by the Board of Governors, changing the 
position of hospital administrator to president of the hos- 
pital and making the president a voting member of the 
board. The most recent change in the composition of the 
Board of Governors was made in 1993. At present, the 
county commissioners and the president of the Town 
Council of Oakland may either personally serve on the 
board or they may designate a person to serve in their 
place. In addition, each of the county commissioners has 
the right to appoint an additional member to the Board of 
Governors. The medical staff of the hospital may appoint 
one of its members to serve on the board. There are sev- 
en at-large seats on the board. The total membership is 
now 15. 

In 1983 the Board of Governors of the hospital and the 
Board of County Commissioners asked the attorney gener- 
al of Maryland to clarify the relationship between them 
with respect to the operation of the hospital.

Health Department occupied a small suite in the hospital 
building and the county commissioners paid rent to the 
hospital for that space. Over the years the health depart- 
ment needed far more space than was available in the 
hospital. Consequently, it acquired space in various lo- 
cations throughout the county. In the early 1980s the hos- 
pital renovated and expanded its facilities. As a result of 
this expansion, a portion of the original hospital building 
did not meet hospital clinical code and was made available 
to the health department in 1982 on a rent-free basis. By 
1994, increased demand for ancillary and outpatient serv- 
ices resulted in the need for more space. The space then 
being occupied by the health department was the most 
economical source of space that was needed for adminis- 
trative and non-clerical use. At the same time, increasing 

needs of the health required more space 

was available at the hospital. In 1995, the Board of} 
Givecnins of the hospital and the Board of County Com- 
missioners agreed to seek a declaration from the Circuit 
Court of Garrett County with respect to the Board of 
Governor’s right to control the allocation of space on the 


hospital property. In July of 1995, Judge Fred A. Thayer 


determined that the Board of Governors of the hospital 
-had sole authority to determine if any space on the hos- 


‘pital property could be used for non-hospital purposes. 


With the cooperation of the Board of Governors, the 
health department's move out of the hospital building was 


_ phased over a two-year period and was completed in Oc- 


tober of 1997.

Background Scripture 


Amos 6 through 7 
Devotional Reading 
Acts 4:13-22 
Recently, watching the Stanley 
Cup play-offs in the National 


Hockey League, I was appalled at 
the assumption that gratuitous vio- 
lence was simply part of being a 
champion team, no matter who was 
hurt and maimed. Being number one 
has become an obsession in our 
country today in virtually every de- 
partment of life. 

I have no problem with people 
striving for excellence. But I do 
with the belief that being “king of 
the hill” is the only thing important 
and, that to achieve it and keep it, 
anything goes. 

Well, for those of us who cannot 
live without being number one in 
at least something, Amos has found 
a way that is guaranteed to put your 
name at the very top of the pile: 
“Thesefore they shall now be the 
first of those who go into exile...” 
(6:7). This is a guarantee made, not 
by Amos himself, but by the God 
of Israel. 

AT EASE IN ZION 

So, to be first on the calamity list, 
all you have to do is to follow Amos’ 
prescription. And to whom will this 
top listing come?— “...those who 
are at ease in.Zion... who feel se- 
cure on the mountain of Samaria... 
who lie upon beds of ivory, and 
stretch themse!ves upon their 
couches, and eat lambs from the 
flock..., who sing idle songs to the 
sound of the harp, and like David 
invent for themselves instruments of 
music; who drink wine in bowls, and 
anoint themselves with the finest 
oils, but are not grieved over the ruin 
of Jacob” (6: 1-7).

The result: terrible death 
and desolation and God will not in- 
tervene to prevent it this time. 

THE WEIGHT OF WORDS 

If someone should arise in your 
church on Sunday morning and 
make such a prophecy, I'm sure he 
or she would quickly become ostra- 
cized. It is hard to hear something 
$0 accusative when we are quite cer- 
tain that we have every reason to be 
“at ease in Zion.” So it is understand- 
able that Amos’ message did not 
Amaziah, the priest of the sanctuary 
in Bethel, was convinced that “the 
land is not able to bear all his words.” 

Later, King Amaziah told him in 
no uncertain terms to get out of the 
country. Go to Judah and ply your 
prophetic profession there! “...but 
never again prophesy at Bethel, for 
it is the King’s sanctuary, and it is a 
temple of the kingdom” (7:10-12). 
The implication is that people of 
power shall contro! just how much 
or how little truth will be told to the 
people. Everyone loves prophets— 
somewhere else! 

Amos replies that he is not a 
prophet by profession. God gave this 
herdsman and dresser of sycamore 
trees a message and he is simply car- 
rying that message as God com- 
manded: if you want to be number 
one on the list of those who will pay 
the price for their arrogance, just 
keep on doing what you are doing!

While Norman Lear's The 
Jeffersons used its central char 
acters to make pointed state 
ments about racism in the Unit 
ed States, The Hughleys is cast 
ing its lot with a more tradition- 
al topic: family 

D.L. Hughley stars as Darryl 
Hughley, a successful business- 
man who moves his family 
from central Los Angeles to a 
predominantly white suburb. 
His wife, Yvonne (Elise Neal), 
and their two young children 
(Ashley Monique Clark, Dee 
Jay Daniels) instantly make 
themselves comfortable in their 
new home, but Darryl’s initial 
pride is diminished after his 
lifelong friend Milsap (John 
Henton) plants a dreadful no- 
tion in his mind: Darryl! is “on 
the slippery slope to losing his 
blackness.” 

Viewed from this perspective, 
Darryl becomes almost comi- 
cally paranoid, especially after 
he meets his almost impossibly 
white neighbors, Dave and Sal- 
ly Rogers (Eric Allan Kramer, 
Marietta DePrima). It falls to 
sensible Yvonne to rescue her 
thin-skinned husband from his 
ongoing battle with foot-in- 


mouth disease. 
“Because he’s coming into

to confront race first,” execu- 
tive producer Matt Wickline ac- 
knowledges. “(But) it’s not go- 
ing to be (in) every show. What 
we want to do is a show that’s 
true to (D.L.’s) life, a really 
funny family show.” 

As the shared last names sug- 
gest, The Hughleys is directly 
based on the actual experiences 
of its leading man, a stand-up 
comic who recently moved his 
family from south central Los 
Angeles to the suburb of West 
Hills. Kramer’s character,

Dave, is based on Hughiey's 


real-life neighbor, Jim. 

Hughley says he actually 
lived through the same kind of 
disorientation that his character 
faces. 

“I grew up on 135th and 
Avalon,” Hughley says of his 
old neighborhood, “and I never 
even knew white people lived 
in Los Angeles. ...When Jim 
tried to come over (after we 
moved), this big white guy, I 
had never had a white friend 
that wasn’t an agent.” 

Comic Chris Rock, whose 
award-winning HBO show is 
often singled out for its stinging 
but genuinely witty comments 
on race relations, signed on as 
an executive producer to help 
get Hughley’s project the green 
light. Rock has acknowledged 
that the series is finding its way 
creatively, but there already are 
signs that it is moving from its 
initial broad comedy into a 
more subtle show. 

Dave and Saily, for exampie, 
were almost saintly in the pilot, 
but a recent episode had Dave 
bonding over football with Dar- 
ryl and Milsap, only to quickly 
pull out of a dinner trip with the 
two when he found out the 
restaurant was in the heart of 
the "hood. 

“We don't wrap it up with a 
neat bow, have them shake 
hands and be pals,” Wickline 
says of Dave and Darryl. 
“We're going to take our time 
getting that relationship start- 
ed.”

More Teachers, 


Smaller Classes 


Garrett County schools 
will receive additional funds 
to decrease the student-tea- 
cher ratio by biring more 
teachers. Money was ear- 
marked for this purpose in 
the Omnibus Appropria- 
tions Bill which was ap- 
proved last week in Con- 


of 


rie Senators Barbara Mikul- 
ski (D-Md.) and Paul S. 
Sarbanes (D-Md.) an- 
nounced that the bill in- 
cludes $17.5 million to re- 
duce class size in Maryland. 
The initiative is aimed at 
reducing class size in grades 
1-3 by recruiting, training, 
and hiring new teachers. 

The funding will go di- 
rectly tq local Maryland 
school jurisdictions. Garrett 
County will receive 
$166,065 of the $1.4 million 
allocated to Allegany, Fred- 
erick, Garrett, and Wash- 
ington counties. The pro- 
gram will. provide for ap- 
proximately 425 new teach- 
ers across state. 

"This funding provides 
the resources needed to get 
behind our kids and teach- 
ers,” said Sen. Mikulski. 
“Ask any of the teachers in 
Maryland and they will tell 
you smaller class size is one 
of the most important keys 
to quality education. With 
this initiative, every Mary- 
land school jurisdiction will 
receive funding to hire new 
teachers and to reduce class 
size. I am happy this pro- 
gram was included in the fi- 
nal Omnibus Appropria- 
tions Bill,” she stated. 

Sen. Sarbanes also com- 
mented on the benefits of 
funding this initiative. "This

Cool Weather Increases Risks 


Of Carbon Monoxide Dangers 


by Walter Haydel, B.S.

With the cool weather setting in, the Environmental 
Health Section of the Gatrett County Health Department 
reminds county residents that home heating appliances 
could be a source of poisonous carbon monoxide gas 

Carbon monoxide, or CO, is an odorless, tasteless, col 
Orless gas that can be fatal when inhaled. It is sometimes 
difficult to determine if carbon monoxide is the culprit be 
cause its syniptoms are similar to the flu and allergies 
Low levels can cause nausea, dizziness, weakness, and 
muscle aches. Higher doses can impair judgment, cause 
paralysis or coma, and pote ntially death. Carbon monox 
ide exposures especially affect unborn babies, infants, and 
people with anemia or a history of heart disease 

According to the U.S. Consumer Products Safety Com- 
mission, there are more than 250 carbon monoxide deaths 


- every year associated with the use of combustion appli- 


ances in the home. Each year nearly 5,000 people in the 
United States are treated in hospital emergency rooms for 


- carbon monoxide poisoning. 
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Any fuel-burning appliance in the home is a potential 
source of carbon monoxide. When appliances are kept in 
good working condition, they produce little carbon mono- 
xide. Problems arise when fuel-burning appliances are in- 
adequately maintained, improperly operated or improperly 
vented. 

Common sources of carbon monoxide include gas-, oil-, 
or wood-fueled appliances, including gas furnaces, wood 
stoves, fireplaces, coal stoves, charcoal grills, cooking 
ranges, water heaters, kerosene heaters, portable genera- 
tors, and automobiles left running in closed garages. 

Kerosene space heaters are of particular concern in our 
county since many residents use this type of auxiliary heat 
during power outages caused by adverse weather and win- 
ter storms. Kerosene heaters should be used with extreme

caution; they are not meant to be a primary source of 
heat. Make sure these heaters are vented to the outdoors 
and are equipped with oxygen depletion sensors 

if a gas or kerosene heater must be used in the event 
yf an emergency, keep doors opened to adjacent rooms of 

he house and crack open a few windows. This allows 
enough air for proper combustion and reduces deadly car 
bon monoxide levels. Gas powered portable generators 
should never be operated indoors for obvious reasons 

[he most important way to reduce the risk from car 
bon monoxide is to keep all fuel-burning devices well 
maintained and inspected for safely. Experts recommend 
having fuel-burning systems inspected by a trained profes 
sional every year. Always operate a fuel-burning device for 
ts intended. purpose make sure it has been installed co; 
ectly, and remember to vent these devices to the out 
doors 

There are carbon monoxide detectors that can be in 
stalled in the home for continuous monitoring of dan 
gerous CO levels. These devices are similar in appearance 
to smoke detectors and are powered with household elec- 
trical current or self-contained batteries. They are avail- 
able at most hardware or department stores, averaging in 
price from $25 to $50.

After about eight days on 
the river, we came upon a 
succession of six enormous 
‘keeper’ holes, which occur 
when there’s a depression 
in a river that’s lower than 
the surrounding area. 

"An object or a person 
that gets caught in one of 
those holes actually gets re- 
cycled. They are very turbu- 
lent, and are sometimes 
called ‘vertical eddies’ be- 
cause the water gets pushed 
down with a great deal of 
force and then explodes up 
very violently. “The mag- 
nitude of these holes is just 
so enormous that there’s no 
resisting them if you get 
caught in the middle of the 
river," McEwan toid NPR’s 
Bob Edwards. "We had 
been working our way down 
the river’s edges [for that 
reason]; very seldom did we 
get out into the middle of 
the river.”

Dry Conditions 
Increase Forest 


Fire Danger 

Dry conditions through- 
out most of Maryland have 
significantly increased the 
danger of forest fires. Mary- 
land Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) Forest 
Service remote weather sta- 
tions show the drought in- 
dex is averaging more than 
600 out of a possible 800, 
indicating extremely dry 
conditions. 

"As trees lose their 
leaves this fall, providing 
additional fuel for forest 
fires, the dangers will in- 
crease,” said Alan Zentz, 
the DNR Forest Service fire 
supervisor. “Over the last 
week, while we have not 
had any major fires, we 
have seen an increase in the 
number of small fires in 
southern Maryland and on 
the lower Eastern Shore. 
Citizens in areas of the 
state which allow open air 
burning afe encouraged to 
be extremely careful.” 

Weather predictions for 
the next few weeks show lit- 
tle hope of significant rain, 
which means the risk of for- 
est fires will only increase.

There is Granny Smith — itself 130 years old and still 
a popular market apple — which is fine for eating as well 
as making excellent pie timber.

That 
bounty came from a tree the top of which I can reach.

The 1999-2000 Maryland 
Migratory Waterfow! Stamp 
Design Contest, more famil- 
iarly known as the duck 
stamp contest, opened 
Monday, Nov. 3, and will 
close March 15, 1999.

wetlands

and the Maryland National 
Capital Park and Pianning 
Commission have jointly 
sponsored this event that 


brings out the best in Mary

Mighty is a cheesy, overdramatic tear-jerker full of 
transparent sentimentality and forced emotion. J don’t 
know whether the novel (Freak The Mighty by Rodman 
Philbrick) was so drippy with pretense, but Charies 
Leavitt's screen adaptation of it surely is. 
Cuikin (little brother to Macaulay) plays Kevin 
Dillon, one of the two co-protagonists in this story about 
twokids who don’t fit in until they find each other. Kevin, 
nicknamed “Freak,” suffers from a disease that prevents 
his bores from growing in proportion to the rest of his 
body. Fie has acurved spine and walks with difficulty and 
crutches, but his brain is fully intact. A hero to his 
protective single raother (Sharon Stone), he’s a genius 
compared to Max Kane (Elden Ratliff}, an overweight 
outcast who lives with his grandparents (Harry Dean 
Stanton, Gena Rowlands) and seldom utters a word. 
The boys find each other when Kevin is assigned 
as Max’s reading tutor. He asks Max to read a chapter of 
the King Arthur story, and when Max balks, Kevin reads 
abit tohim. “Every word is part of a picture,” he explains. 
“Every sentence is a picture." The two boys meet regu- 
larly to read, and eventually form a partnership, each 
making 1) bo what the other lacks. With Max carrying 
Kevin on his shoulders, they adopt the credo “a knight 
roves his worthiness through his deeds,” and begin 
iving out heroic adventures as if they had a reserved seat 
at the round table. 
But the story turns dark when Max’s father 
(James Gandolfini), who has served several years in 
prison for murdering his wife (Max’s mother), is released 
on parole. He kidnaps Max, and Kevin does his best to 
come to the rescue without the physical agility Max’s 
large frame had afforded him. 
The acting is good in this picture. The plot is fine.

Witherspoon) has other plans for the TV tonight. When 
the two kids break the remote control, a mysterious 
repairman (Don Knotts) shows up and replaces it with a 
special new model. Before they know it, David and 
Jennifer have zapped themselves into the show. Their 
father (William 4 Macy), their mother (Joan Allen), 
their house, town, neighbors--everything is... pleasant. 

Horrified, the kids must live their lives in black 
and white, im a 1950's town full of people with black-and- 
white, 1950's sensibilities. For David, who is now Bud 
Parkor, the first impulse is to play along, knowing that 
ifhe and Jennifer(now Mary Sue) alter the Pleasantville 
universe, they t never get home. But “Mary Sue” 
has other plans. She sets out to educate the simple folk 
about the real world, and she starts by having sex with 
the captain of the basketball team in the back seat of his 
convertible. Soon all the high school kids try it, with an 
interesting side effect: Those who have been “experi- 
enced,” if you will, start to see (and be) in color. 

At this point, the film suffers from its only fault. 
As more and more people show up in color, it looks like 
the message is, “Life is all about getting some nookie,” 
resulting in a rather sophomoric mood--for a while. But 
sex is not what’s colorizing the Pleasantville residents. 
Anyone who makes a personal discovery, who realizes 
that there’s a world outside, gets, er, fleshed out. The 
“colored people” realizing they have a choice, that 
there are things to discover--art and literature and music 
that is different from anything they’ve ever seen. Even 
fire and rain are new to them. Naturally, those who are 
still living “in the pleasant” are outraged. And the mid- 
20th century in America is played out all over again--the 
civil rights movement, the women’s movement, the 
sexual revolution, . . . all re-enacted before our eyes. 

There is not a bad actor in this film. Macy has a 
great moment--at once hilarious and tragic--totally lost 
when his dinner isn’t on the table at the prescribed time. 
Also notable are Jeff Daniels as the soda shop owner who 
discovers art, and the late J.T. Walsh as the mayor 
determined to stop the colorization of his community. 
The color/B&W scenes are amazing to behold; the film is 
almost worth seeing just for that. The music is also very 
effective, with lots of great oldies like Buddy Holly’s 
“Rave On," Dave Brubeck’s jazz classic “Take Five," and 
ahaunting rendition of John Lennon’s beautiful "Across 
The Universe,” sung by Fiona Shaw. 

Ross’s vision of a 60s TV show coming to life 
could have been designed as just a silly diversion, but he 
has endowed it with a textured mosaic of messages about 
our culture and values. Pleasantville is a microcosm of 
the American struggles of this century, struggles that 
are still going on in many places. But it’s also funny and 
fun, and Ross makes his point without being hire a 
looking down at his audience. Bravo. kk*x*%

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Funding Renewed 
For Grantsville 


HotSpot Program 


Funding for the second 
year of the HotSpot Com- 
munities Initiative was an- 
nounced last week the 
Governor’s Office of Cri 
Control and Prevention. 
Garrett County’s HotSpot 
program in Grantsville will 
receive nearly $39,000 to 
continue the work started 
this past year. 

Under the lead locai co- 
ordinator, State’s Attorney 
Lisa Thayer Welch, the pro- 
gram combines efforts of 
law enforcement officers, 
probation officers, prosecu- 
tors for the state’s attor- 


ney’s office, and community... 


youth crime prevention 
teams, who work together 
to reduce incidents of crime 
in the community. 

Each element of the 

Grantsville HotSpot team 
will focus on particular ac- 
tions during the coming 
year. The community mobil- 
ization group, comprosed of 
local residents, will receive 
$2,499 to continue io pro- 
vide community activities 
involving youth. Efforts will 
also be made to strengthen 
community relationships 
and carry on the Neighbor- 
hood Crime Watch pro- 
gram. 
Community policing will 
be provided by members of 
the Maryland State Police 
from the McHenry barrack 
and the Garrett County 
Sheriff's Office. The team’s 
strategy, funded at $6,000, 
will continue supporting 
additional time for a com- 
munity police officer to 
maintain a presence in the 
town and to work closely 
with the community proba- 
tion officer and the prose- 
cutor. 

The community proba- 
tion team, consisting of 
adult, juvenile, and federal 
probation officers, along 
with police, will assign 
agents to supervise all at- 
risk offenders in the Hot- 
Spot community. Grant 
funds will continue to sup- 
port training, technical as- 
sistance, overtime, and 
equipment, including porta- 
ble computer notebooks 
and digital cameras. 

The youth crime preven- 
tion element, to be funded 
at $18,000, will continue to 
provide the after school 
program located at the 
Grantsville Senior Center, 
which offers tutoring, men- 
toring, community service 
learning, social competency 


skill development, and 
family activities. 
Awarded $12,334, the 


community prosecution 
component will provide the 
part-time presence of the 
assistant state’s attorney in 
Grantsville to focus on 
quality of life issues and 
community involvement in 
criminal prosecutions.

Background Scripture 


Devotional Reading 


Psalms 27:1 

The Psalmist may have said it a bi 
differently, but at some time or other 
most, if not all, of us find ourselves 


thinking or even saying what he con 
fesses: “All in vain have I kept my 
heart clean and washed my hands 
in innocence” (Ps. 73:13). To put it 
in amore contemporary way: “What 
good is it to be ‘good’?” 

The Psalmist was not just feeling 
resentful because his goodness was 
unrewarded, but because the sinful- 
ness of arrogant men seemed to go 
unpunished. If we are good and see 
no advantage over those who are 
evil, it is logical that we should ques- 
tion being good. Not only were the 
were prospering while he was not! 
“For I was envious of the arrogant, 
when I saw the prosperity of the 
wicked” (73:3). Not being rewarded 
for our goodness is even worse if 
someone evil is seen to be rewarded. 

He was thus challenging the same 
sioned the writing of the Book of 
Job: if goodness is to be rewarded 
and evil punished, how do we ex- 
plain the good person who suffers 
and the evil person who prospers? 

GLARING EXCEPTIONS 

‘These ancient questions are just as 
current today as they were then. 
Some Christians assume that good- 
ness is always rewarded and evil is 
always punished. But, although that 
often is true, there are glaring excep- 
tions. Not every Mafioso dies un- 
happy and regretful. In fact, we are 
told that some of them die smiling. 
On the other hand, there are lots of 

good people who die unjustly. At the 
top of that list, we musi remember, 
is the name of Jesus Christ!

ward for good. (We could say this 
with more certainty if we knew pre 
cisely when this psalm was written.) 
In fact, it was this enigma that helped 
to inspire the beginnings of belief in 
the life hereafter. The Psalmist’s con- 
viction that the evil are eventually 
punished perhaps is leading him to 
speculate upon punishment in a life 
beyond death. 
MY GREATEST DESIRE 

When he “went into the sanctuary 
of God” during a time of worship he 
found some answers to his problem. 
He discovered that, as a man who 
tried to live rightly, he had found 
something the wicked person could 
never have: the promise of God's 
eternal nearness. “Nevertheless I am 
continually with thee; thou dost hold 
my right hand. Thou dost guide me 
with thy counsel, and afterward thou 
wilt receive me to glory” (23-25). 
The Psalmist decides that, to have 
that assurance of God's eternal pres- 
ence, is far more important than all 
the riches and power of the wicked. 
“And there is nothing upon earth that 
I desire besides thee” (v. 25). When 
we can say and mean that, the 
enigma of evil/righteousnes:/punish- 
ment and prosperity may not be 
solved so that we understand it, but 
our assurance of God's presence is 
better than a logical answer. 

When bad guys prosper, what can 
we do? Instead of throwing in the 
towel we can, like the Psaimust, de- 
termine that their prosperity and 
power cannot match for a moment 
the glory of knowing that God is 
with us forever. With the Psalmist, 
we then confess: “My flesh and my 
heart may fail, but God is the 


strength of my heart and my portion 
__ forever” (v. 26).
